Special investigation 
expected to finish 
early next month

Just what price Chief State’s 
Attorney Richard Colangelo could 
face for what looks like a political 
hiring decision could come into 
focus by early next month. 

That’s when a special investiga- 


tion ordered by Gov. Ned Lamont is 
expected to complete its examina- 
tion of Colangelo’s decision to give 
ajob to the daughter ofa politically 
influential Lamont budget officer 
— at the same time Colangelo was 
pressing the budget office to raise 
the salaries of senior prosecutors. 
Not many years ago, it was 
more likely that Connecticut’s top 
prosecutor would be looking into 
horse-trading for pay raises. But 
this time it is Colangelo and former 
deputy budget director Konstan- 
tinos Diamantis facing the sharp 
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questions in what could become a 
blemish on the Lamont adminis- 
tration’s otherwise squeaky-clean 
record. 

Lamont let Diamantis go in late 
October and hired former U.S. 
Attorney Stanley A. Twardy Jr. two 
weeks later to examine the ethical 
implications of Colangelo’s deci- 
sion to make Anastasia Diaman- 
tis, 32, an executive assistant — a 
decision Colangelo defended in an 
interview last week.

“In a lot of towns, there’s 
been no new inventory for so 
long. In Berlin, we’re going

Edge, economic development 
director of Berlin. 

“A lot of pieces are coming 
together: Young people are 
getting married later and 
having kids later. They have 
school debt, so they’re not 
looking to buy a house,’ Edge 
said. “And then you have people 





looking to downsize but stay 
in town. Right now there’s 
demand from millennials, from 
empty-nesters, both ends of the 
spectrum.” 

Developer Tony Valenti of 
Newport Realty, who is build- 
ing apartments in Berlin and 
age-restricted condos in Plain- 
ville this year, said demand 
for new residential projects is 
intense. 

“At the start of the pandemic, 
alot of things were on pause. As

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Church gets Ist female senior pastor 


Willan comes to First 
Church West Hartford 
from Massachusetts

WEST HARTFORD — First 
Church West Hartford, which has 
had 20 senior pastors since it was 
founded in 1713, has appointed its 
first female senior pastor. The Rev. 
Jane Willan will assume her duties 
on Feb. 8. 

Willan, 60, is pastor at First 
Congregational Church of Paxton, 
Massachusetts. Before moving to 
New England, she was a pastor in 
two congregations in Iowa. Before 
beginning her pastoral career, 


she taught religion, including for 
a time at Ethel Walker School 
in Simsbury. Willan also writes 
murder mysteries. 

Willan will succeed Rev. Dr. C. 
Geordie Campbell, who retired in 
January 2020. 

Reached at her home in Paxton, 
Willan said she is experienced at 
being the “first.” 

“T’ve ... been the first woman 
installed pastor at Creston, Burl- 
ington, Paxton, and now West 
Hartford,” she said. 

She was compelled to apply 
for the leadership position in the 
419-member First Church for 
many reasons. 

“IT was attracted to their 
commitment to social justice, their 
outreach to the local community, 


their understanding of who they 
are in the world, not just a church 
contained within its own walls,” 
she said. “This is a church that 
goes outside its walls to serve. ... 
Are they doing in the world what 
God has called the church to do? 
That is the question they are 
always asking.” 

She also likes that First Church 
is open and affirming. In Iowa, 
Willan performed some of the first 
same-sex marriages in that state, 
after the state Supreme Court 
legalized them in 2009. 

“The best one I did was this 
couple from Missouri, two 
women. They couldn’t get married 
in Missouri,” she said. “One was

DePaul up next instead 
of No. 1 South Carolina

The ninth-ranked UConn 
women’s basketball team will 
no longer play No. 1 South Caro- 
lina on Thursday night and will 
instead travel to DePaul to play 
the Blue Demons on Wednes- 
day at 8 p.m., a makeup date for 
the teams’ previously scheduled 
matchup in December that was 
canceled due to COVID-19 issues. 

South Carolina will be playing 
SEC foe Ole Miss on Thursday 
instead, a game that was initially 
supposed to take place on Jan. 2. 

“Dawn Staley reached out to 
me about postponing the series 
for this season,’ UConn head 
coach Geno Auriemma said in 
a statement. “It’s a priority for 
South Carolina to make up SEC 
games, so this is the best decision 
for them right now. We know a 
lot of fans were excited for this 
game, but we look forward to 
continuing the series with South 
Carolina in future seasons.” 

“T know our fans always enjoy 
the UConn game, and our team 
enjoys the rivalry; but I have always 
said that our conference season 
and especially our goal of another 
SEC championship is more 
central to our program,” South 
Carolina head coach Dawn Staley 
said. “As we approach the second 
half of league play next month, it 
has become more important to 
complete our SEC schedule to 
keep ourselves in the running for a 
conference title. This Thursday is 
one of the few dates Ole Miss has 
open, so, with my team’s best inter- 
est at heart, I started the conversa- 
tions that led us to this point.” 

A TV designation for the 
UConn-DePaul game has yet to 
be announced. 

The schools will look to 
reschedule the game in a future 
season to complete the previous 
home-and-home deal; the two 
programs are already set to face 
off in Storrs next season and in 
Columbia in 2023-24. Then-No. 
2 UConn previously fell this 
season to top-ranked South Caro- 
lina, 73-57, in the Battle 4 Atlantis 
championship gamein November. 

This is the first of four canceled 
Big East games UConn has 
finally rescheduled; it is unclear 
whether the other three — against 
Marquette, at Georgetown and at 
Villanova — will be made up.

“T never looked at her as a polit- 
ical hire,” Colangelo said. “I hired 
her because I thought she could 
help the division.” 

Since Twardy’s appointment, 
a variety of officials have said his 
inquiry will examine matters 
beyond the hiring — including the 
part of Konstantinos Diamantis’s 
former job responsibilities that 
involved school construction. 
While working for Colangelo, 
Anastasia Diamantis worked part 
time for a company that advised 
municipalities on school construc- 
tion. 

One of the officials, Justice 
Andrew J. McDonald, who has 
the authority to fire Colangelo as 
chairman of the Criminal Justice 
Commission, said Twardy is look- 
ing “beyond” the hiring of Anasta- 
sia Diamantis, and the commission 
will wait for Twardy to report his 
findings before deciding how to 
proceed. 

Twardy has agreed under his 
contract with Lamont to “conduct 
a confidential factual investi- 
gation on behalf of the Office of 
the Governor regarding possible 
improprieties by state employ- 
ees and possibly others, and, as 
requested, to provide legal analysis 
and recommendations for possible 
further actions.” 

Diamantis was informed by 
the state personnel office that he 
was put on administrative leave 
because of “alleged misconduct.” 
He was placed on paid leave but 
resigned. Had he remained on 
leave, he was instructed to make 
himself “available for the persons 
investigating the alleged miscon- 
duct.” 

His daughter continues to work 
for Colangelo. She began in early 
July 2020, less than a month after 
applying. She started at a salary 
of about $99,000, more than 
most state prosecutors earn, and 
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is expected to make more than 
$100,000 this year. 

In state government, agency 
executive assistant positions are 
often created to reward political 
allies. They are limited in number 
and must be approved by state 
budget officials, of whom one of 
the most senior was Konstanti- 
nos Diamantis, the former deputy 
secretary of the Office of Policy and 
Management. 

Colangelo said that there was 
nothing political about hiring 
Anastasia Diamantis. 

“She is like ajack of all trades for 
us,” he said. “She is helping in three 
or four areas where we would have 
to get three or four people. She is 
helping with training. She is help- 
ing with policy, grant reporting. 
She is helping with data collection. 
She is filling gaps.” 

He said he met her at a Greek 
Night event at a Mediterranean 
restaurant. 

“I talked to her,’ he said. “She 
was well-spoken. She was intel- 
ligent. She had a master’s. And I 
asked her to send me a resume.” 

When Anastasia Diamantis 
applied, she had been working 
for about five years at another 
state agency, the Department of 
Rehabilitation Services. Colan- 
gelo said she disclosed during a 
background check that she had 
a part-time job with a construc- 
tion management company called 
Construction Advocacy Partners in 
Moosup. Some of that company’s 
work involves representing cities 
and towns that build schools with 
grant money distributed by the 
state Office of School Construc- 
tion Grants and Review, which her 
father directed. 

Colangelo said he didn’t 
consider her part-time job in 
school construction to be a conflict 
with her father’s role in distribut- 
ing school construction grants. 
Among other things, he said no 
one complained ofa conflict when 
she held the part-time job while 
working in rehabilitation services. 
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And part-time employment is not 
uncommon among the 500 or so 
employees of the Division of Crim- 
inal justice, he said. 

“The fact that she had a part- 
time job working somewhere?” 
Colangelo said. “It didn’t raise any 
red flags for me.” 

Colangelo said his two chief 
deputy prosecutors, Kevin Lawlor 
and John Russotto, participated in 
Anastasia Diamantis’ job interview 
and neither opposed the hire. 

“The three of us interviewed 
her,’ Colangelo said. “And then 
I offered her the position. They 
didn’t say, ‘Don’t hire her’ So, did 
they agree? Yes.” 

Other than Colangelo, none 
of those involved in Anastasia 
Diamantis’ employment agreed 
to, or could be reached to discuss 
it. Anastasia Diamantis declined 
comment through a Division of 
Criminal justice spokeswoman. 
Konstantinos Diamantis and 
Antonietta Roy, a Bristol native like 
Diamantis and owner of Construc- 
tion Advocacy Professionals, could 
not be reached. 

State email records show that 
as Colangelo monitored Anasta- 
sia Diamantis’s quick trip through 
the state employment process he 
was pressing an aggressive lobby- 
ing campaign at the state’s budget 
officers. The goal, he said, was to 
correct decades-old budgeting 
errors that continue to result in 
unfair salary scales among prose- 
cutors. 

Among other things, Colangelo 
said, assistant state’s attorneys earn 
more than their bosses, the state’s 
attorneys, and the imbalance has 
crippled recruiting efforts. He said 
there were only three applicants 
when the powerful position of 
state’s attorney for New London 
County opened last year. 

Konstantinos Diamantis was 
among those Colangelo asked 
for help in resolving the budget 
problem — while his daughter’s 
employment application was 
pending and after. In an email 


exchange six months after the 
hiring, Colangelo disputed salary 
information Diamantis had 
received from another state off- 
cial and followed with what he 
said last week was a joke about 
needing to get pay increases 
for the state’s attorneys so they 
wouldn’t oppose his approaching 
reappointment. 

“Tt’s not true,” Colangelo wrote. 
“What should I do? Might need it 
to keep them happy so they don’t 
oppose me at reappointment.” 

Last week, Colangelo said in an 
interview, “I was joking when I 
said that. It was tongue in cheek. I 
was trying to get someone’s atten- 
tion.” 

The email records show that the 
months Colangelo spent plead- 
ing with Diamantis and others to 
resolve his budget problem ulti- 
mately failed. The upside-down 
pay scale remains in effect, and 
Colangelo is still trying to fix it. 

McDonald, as chairman of he 
Criminal Justice Commission, has 
been silent on Anastasia Diaman- 
tis’s hiring and said the commis- 
sion will remain so until it hears 
from Twardy. 

The commission was created 
as a semi-autonomous agency to 
insulate the criminal justice system 
from politics by appointing the 
chief state’s attorney, the three top 
deputies, and the 13 state’s attor- 
neys. It can discipline state’s attor- 
neys, but can only hire and fire the 
chief state’s attorney. McDonald 
said it has no budget and no legal 
authority over anything outside 
the division. 

“We have limited authority to 
investigate things within the Divi- 
sion of Criminal Justice and no 
authority outside that agency,” he 
said. 

If Twardy looks beyond the Divi- 
sion of Criminal Justice, as McDon- 
ald believes is the case, it will be 
toward the state Department 
of Administrative Services and 
the Office of Policy and Manage- 
ment. Diamantis, a lawyer and 
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former state representative from 
Bristol, worked at both agencies 
and managed the state program 
that finances municipal school 
construction programs. Diaman- 
tis went to work for administrative 
services in 2015, the same year his 
daughter was hired by Department 
of Rehabilitation Services. 

Four years later, Lamont’s secre- 
tary of the Office of Policy and 
Management, Melissa McCaw, 
hired Diamantis as her deputy, 
and he brought the state school 
construction financing program 
with him. 

The Lamont administration 
put Diamantis on leave, effec- 
tively sacking him, on Oct. 28. In 
a letter notifying Diamantis, the 
state personnel office implied that 
his boss, McCaw, had not been 
informed in advance. 

“This letter is to confirm that 
effective immediately, you are 
being placed on an Administra- 
tive Leave of Absence (with pay), 
from your position of Construc- 
tion Services Director of Proj- 
ect Management, pending the 
results of an investigation into 
your alleged misconduct,” the 
letter said. “Secretary McCaw was 
informed today of the pending 
review into your alleged miscon- 
duct.” 

A statement issued by Lamont’s 
office the same day did little to clar- 
ify the situation. 

“The Governor’s Office removed 
Mr. Diamantis because ofa person- 
nel matter that is still under 
review,’ a spokesman said. 

Last week, asked about the 
matter again, the spokesman 
referred to Twardy’s inquiry 
into a “personnel matter” and 
said, “Independent counsel was 
retained in order to ensure a 
complete and thorough review, 
free of any potential claim of 
partiality. This independent 
inquiry is ongoing. The Office of 
the Governor will not have further 
comment as this is an ongoing 
review.”

soon as that pause let up, a lot of 
pent-up demand came out,” Valenti 
said. “And the cost of money was 
still cheap.” 

Developer Avner Krohn, who 
has more than 700 new apart- 
ments across the region in plan- 
ning or under construction, 
suggested that people who are 
spending more time at home now 
want more comfortable and stylish 
accommodations. 

Many builders in the region 
credit municipalities’ greater will- 
ingness to offer tax breaks on new 
construction, and those near the 
CTRail or CTfastrak lines report 
that access to mass transit is help- 
ing to drive demand there. 

The overwhelming majority 
of communities around Greater 
Hartford have large-scale projects 
in the works, and some have several 
apiece. Among them are these eight: 


Avon 


Boston-based Beacon Commu- 
nities plans 176 one- and two-bed- 
room apartments in the Avon Park 
South office park. It will remodel 
the former headquarters of Secu- 
rity Connecticut Life Insurance 
into 76, and construct a four-story 
building next door for the other 
100. The company anticipates that 
140 will be affordably priced, with 
the rest at market rate. 


Berlin 


Newport Realty has just installed 
windows on the first stage of the 
five-building, mixed-use Steele 
Center, which will add 76 apart- 
ments in town. The $18 million 
project is alongside the Amtrak 
and Hartford Line station, and 
developers Tony Valenti and Mark 
Lovley along with state officials 
describe it as a prime example of 
transit-oriented development. The 
one- and two-bedroom apartments 
will be leased at market rates. 


East Hartford 


Development partners Brian 
Zelman and Avner Krohn of 
Jasko Development plan 360 
studio, one-, two- and three-bed- 
room apartments on the site of 
the long-closed Showcase Cine- 
mas along Silver Lane near I-84. 
Rents haven’t been established yet. 
Contractors this fall began the $80 
million project by demolishing the 
old multiplex theater. 


Farmington 

The former Hartford Marriott 
Farmington is being turned into 
224 studios and one- and two-bed- 
room market rate apartments. A 
development cooperative led by 15 
Farm Springs LP paid $21.5 million 
for the property in October. Part of 
the location’s appeal is that it’s near 
an I-84 exit as well as Route 6. 


New Britain 


Developer Avner Krohn of Jasko 
Development broke ground last 
year on The Brit, planned as a styl- 
ish six-story, 107-unit apartment 
building in the heart of downtown. 
Earlier this month, he announced 
he’ll tear down the aging Amato’s 
Toy and Hobby building next door 
to become the site for a twin proj- 
ect. In total, that will add nearly 
220 market-rate one- and two-bed- 
room apartments. 


Newington 


Texas-based Anthony Prop- 
erties plans 238 apartments 
near the CTfastrak Cedar Street 
station. The four-story building 
will have studios and one-, two- 
and three-bedroom apartments.

a pastor. They brought the whole 
congregation with them.” In that 
crowd were nine other same-sex 
couples. Willan married them all 


that day. 


Call to ministry 

A native of Wadsworth, Ohio, 
Willan grew up in the Disciples of 
Christ church. 

“As akid my parents didn’t go to 
church, but my grandparents did. 
I went with them, mostly in junior 
high and high school. I got a call to 
ministry when I was that young,” 
she said. 

She went to Hiram (Ohio) 
University, majoring in religion and 
history, then Vanderbilt Divinity 
School. After Vanderbilt, she veered 
away from her calling. 

“As akid I saw only the wonderful 
side of church. In divinity school, I 
didn’t find it so perfect and wonder- 
ful. That’s how it works when you 
grow up. I thought, I don’t want to 
do that,” she said. 

She taught religion and history, 
then pivoted again, getting a 
master’s in science from Boston 
University, where she studied 
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20 Security Drive in Avon, a largely empty office building that Beacon

in the ministry, Willan is enjoying 
a side career as a novelist. She has 
published three books in the Sister 
Agatha and Father Selwyn Mystery 
Series: “The Shadow of Death,” 
“The Hour of Death” and “Abide 
With Me.” The books are set in a reli- 
gious community in Wales, where 
Sister Agatha, an Anglican nun, is 
always being drawn into solving 
suspicious deaths. 

“When I started writing, I tried 
to write some type of dystopian 
zombie book because they sell so 
well. But I found that I can’t do 
it. I like to write a book that ends 
happily. I write cozy mysteries. 
Cozies are heartwarming. And yet 
there is a murder. They are fun. The 
people in the book have some sort 
of transformation. Sister Agatha 
always grows in the stories.” 

She also said she likes writing 
about religious communities. 

“You can make fun of the church 
and point out its problems, but at the 
same time you can reveal how the 
church helps the world,” she said. 

She is working on a fourth novel, 
“Widow’s Walk,” which is not a 
murder mystery. 

Writing helps her escape and 
gives her a different circle of friends.

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Bias against whites 
cited amid allocation 
of scarce treatments

MADISON, Wis. — Some 
conservatives are taking 
aim at policies that allow 
doctors to consider race as 
a risk factor when allocat- 
ing scarce COVID-19 treat- 
ments, saying the protocols 
discriminate against white 
people. 

The wave of infections 
brought on by the omicron 
variant and a shortage of 
treatments have focused 
attention on the policies. 

Medical experts say the 
opposition is misleading. 

Health officials have long 
said there is a strong case 
for considering race as one 
of many risk factors in treat- 
ment decisions. And there is 
no evidence that race alone 
is being used to decide who 
gets medicine. 

The issue came to the 
forefront last week after Fox 
News host Tucker Carlson, 
former President Donald 
Trump and Republican 
Sen. Marco Rubio of Flor- 
ida jumped on the policies. 
In recent days, conservative 
law firms have pressured a 
Missouri-based health care 
system, Minnesota and Utah 
to drop their protocols and 
sued New York state over 
allocation guidelines or 
scoring systems that include 
race as arisk factor. 

JP Leider, a senior fellow 
in the Division of Health 
Policy and Management at 
the University of Minnesota 
who helped develop that 
state’s allocation criteria, 
noted that prioritization has 
been going on because there 
aren’t enough treatments to 
go around.

“You have to pick who 
comes first,” Leider said. 
“The problem is we have 
extremely conclusive 
evidence that (minorities) 
across the United States 
are having worse COVID 
outcomes compared to 
white folks. ... Sometimes 
it’s acceptable to consider 
things like race and ethnic- 
ity when making decisions 
about when resources get 
allocated at a societal level.” 

Considerable evidence 
suggests that COVID-19 has 
hit certain racial and ethnic 
groups harder than whites. 
Research shows that people 
of color are at a higher risk 
of severe illness, are more 
likely to be hospitalized 
and are dying younger from 


COVID-19. 

Data also show that 
minorities have been miss- 
ing out on treatments. 

Last week, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven- 
tion published an analysis of 
41 health care systems that 
found that Black, Asian and 
Hispanic patients are less 
likely than whites to receive 
outpatient antibody treat- 
ment. 

St. Louis-based SSM 
Health, which serves 
patients in Illinois, Missouri, 
Oklahoma and Wisconsin, 
required patients to score 20 
points on arisk calculator to 
qualify for COVID-19 anti- 
body treatment. Non-whites 
automatically got seven 
points. 


SC Black Dems growing 
more restless with Biden 


President looking 
to retain base after 
voting rights failure

COLUMBIA, S.C. — Joe 
Biden’s run for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomina- 
tion was all but dead as he 
headed to the South Caro- 
lina primary in February 
2020. 

He had finished fifth in 
New Hampshire and fourth 
in Iowa. 

Still, Biden advised skep- 
tics to withhold judgment 
until a state with a large 
pool of Black voters, the 
most reliable Democratic 
constituency, had a chance 
to weigh in. 

“Too often your loyalty, 
your commitment, your 
support for this party has 
been taken for granted,’ he 
said. “I give you my word 
as a Biden that I never, ever, 
ever will.” 

Black voters delivered, 
recasting the Democratic 
contest and sending Biden 
on his way to the White 
House. 

Now, one year into his 
presidency, Biden is hoping 
he can maintain the support 
of Black voters, even as his 
failure to deliver on voting 


rights legislation and other 
issues has left some loyalists 
dispirited. 

Of the many challenges 
he confronts as he enters 
his second year, few are as 
important as retaining the 
strong backing from his 
party’s base. 

Just 6 in 10 Black Amer- 
icans said they approved 
of Biden in a recent poll by 
Associated Press-NORC 
Center for Public Affairs 
Research, down from about 
9in 10 who approved in polls 
conducted through the first 
six months of Biden’s pres- 
idency. 

“T’m trying to see if there 
is anything redeeming,” said 
George Hart, 73, a profes- 
sor and faculty adviser to 
the student chapter of the 
NAACP at Benedict College, 
a historically Black institu- 
tion in Columbia. “I’m just 
so disillusioned.” 

“He let so much happen 
from the time he became 
president to the time that 
he actually introduced the 
measure, it was lost,” said 
Hart, who supported Biden 
in South Carolina’s primary. 
“And we are the ones, Afri- 
can Americans, Black voters, 
who are going to pay the 
penalties.” 

Dennis Brothers, who 
supported Biden “from the 
very beginning,” said he felt 
things were going “pretty

well,” although he is frus- 
trated by Biden not honor- 
ing a campaign promise to 
cancel some student debt. 

“T just hope that some of 
those promises that were 
made, are kept,’ said Broth- 
ers, 31, a media specialist 
from Calhoun County. 

In the next three years, 
Brothers said the admin- 
istration should be more 
transparent about its goals, 
particularly on issues perti- 
nent to Black voters such as 
a policing overhaul. 

“We know that Rome was 
not built in a day;’ Brothers 
said. “I’m not going to say 
he’s not trying, but I just 
wish he would try a little bit 
harder.” 

Margaret Sumpter, arural 
community advocate from 
Hopkins, blamed the stag- 
nation of voting rights on 
congressional gridlock. 

“I think that he could 
push a little harder with 
Republicans like Mitt 
Romney and some of the 
other folks to help him to get 
this passed,” said Sumpter, 
64, who backed billionaire 
businessman Tom Steyer 
during South Carolina’s 
primary but then voted for 
Biden. 

“The same thing that 
they’re doing to him, they 
did it to Barack Obama,” 
she said. “Why? Do people 
think Republicans are going 


State health officials in 
Utah adopted a similar risk 
calculator that grants people 
two points if they’re not 
white. Minnesota’s health 
department guidelines 
automatically assigned two 
points to minorities. Four 
points was enough to qual- 
ify for treatment. 

New York state health 
officials’ guidelines autho- 
rize antiviral treatments if 
patients meet five criteria. 
One is having “a medical 
condition or other factors 
that increase their risk for 
severe illness.” One of those 
factors is being a minority, 
according to the guidelines. 

The protocols have 
become a talking point for 
Republicans after The Wall 


Street Journal ran an op-ed 
this month complaining that 
New York’s policy is unfair, 
unjustified and possibly 
illegal. Carlson jumped on 
Utah’s and Minnesota’s poli- 
cies last week, saying “you 
win if you’re not white.” 

Alvin Tillery, a political 
scientist at Northwestern 
University, called the issue 
a winning political strat- 
egy for Trump and Repub- 
licans looking to motivate 
their predominantly white 
base ahead of November’s 
midterm elections. 

“It does gin up their 
people, Tillery said. 

After the Wisconsin Insti- 
tute for Law and Liberty, a 
conservative law firm in 
Madison, sent a letter to 





SSM Health on Friday 
demanding that it drop 
race from its risk calculator, 
SSM responded that it did so 
last year as health experts’ 
understanding of COVID-19 
evolved. 

“While early versions 
of risk calculators across 
the nation appropriately 
included race and gender 
criteria based on initial 
outcomes, SSM Health has 
continued to evaluate and 
update our protocols weekly 
to reflect the most up-to- 
date clinical evidence avail- 
able,” the company said in a 
statement. 

America First Legal, a 
conservative-leaning law 
firm based in Washington, 
DC., filed a federal lawsuit 
Sunday against New York 
demanding that the state 
remove race from its alloca- 
tion criteria. The same firm 
warned Minnesota and Utah 
last week that they should 
drop race from their prefer- 
ence factors or face lawsuits. 

Erin Silk, aspokeswoman 
for New York state’s health 
department, declined to 
comment on the lawsuit. 

Minnesota health offi- 
cials dropped race from 
the state’s criteria a day or 
two before receiving Amer- 
ica First Legal’s demands, 
Leider said. They said in 
a statement that they’re 
committed to serving all 
Minnesotans equitably and 
are constantly reviewing 
their policies. The statement 
did not mention the letter 
from America First Legal. 
Leider said the state is now 
picking treatment recipients 
through a lottery. 

Utah dropped race and 
ethnicity from its risk score 
calculator Friday, among 
other changes, citing new 
federal guidance and to 
make sure classifications 
comply with federal law.

to treat him any differently, 
because he’s a white man? 
No.” 

Others are less patient. 

Ra Shad Frazier-Gaines 
co-founded Amplify Action, 
a nonprofit that focuses on 
political engagement of 
Black men, and voted for 
Vermont Sen. Bernie Sand- 
ers in South Carolina’s 
primary. In Frazier-Gaines’ 
view, Biden has talked far 
more than delivered. 

“Black people are the 
reason Joe Biden is presi- 
dent, and I don’t feel ... that 
there has been one time that 
he’s ever shown us a ‘thank 


you’ by way of policy,” said 
Frazier-Gaines. “Yes, his 
administration has given a 
lot of talented Black people 
opportunities to serve in 
different positions. All of 
that is cute, but that’s not 
doing anything to put food 
on the tables of Black fami- 
lies across the country.” 
Still, Biden has retained 
the support of Rep. Jim 
Clyburn, the third-ranking 
Democrat in the U.S. House 
and a powerful figure in 
South Carolina, especially 
among Black voters. Rather 
than fault Biden about 
voting rights, Clyburn has 


focused his criticism on 
the two Democrats who 
doomed the legislation — 
Sens. Joe Manchin of West 
Virginia and Kyrsten Sinema 
of Arizona. 

Bre Maxwell, a Demo- 
cratic National Committee 
member, dismissed the crit- 
icism that Biden had been 
anything but authentic with 
the state’s Black voters. 

“T don’t think he would 
have wasted all this time 
just for it to be lip service,” 
said Maxwell. “I think he’s 
very genuine, and I think 
he wants to keep everybody 


happy.” 


Taxpayers face hurdles as filing season opens

WASHINGTON — Count 
30-year-old Ethan Miller 
among that subset of Amer- 
icans who are eager to file 
their taxes once income tax 
filing season opens Monday. 

The financial planner who 
lives in Silver Spring, Mary- 
land, is looking forward to 
claiming the new deduc- 
tions that will come from 
buying a home. He also 
wants to get a jump ona 
tax season that promises to 


bring lots of extra headaches 
and delays for filers this year. 

“I’m trying to get a head 
start on my taxes as muchas 
possible,’ Miller said, adding 
that he is not too nervous 
about forecasts of extra 
delays because he will file 
online and will not be wait- 
ing for too big a refund. 

Plenty of other filers, 
though, may be in for more 
heartburn. 

An IRS worker shortage, 
an enormous workload from 
administering pandemic-re- 
lated programs and stalled 


legislation that would have 
given the agency billions 
of dollars for more expedi- 
tiously processing returns 
will combine to cause 
taxpayers pain this filing 
season. 

Agency officials are 
already warning filers that 
“in many areas, we are 
unable to deliver the amount 
of service and enforcement 
that our taxpayers and tax 
system deserves and needs,” 
as IRS Commissioner Chuck 
Rettig put it earlier in the 
month. 


Delays in processing are to 
be expected as the IRS says 
it still is working through 
2020 tax returns. 

Deadlines to file have been 
extended in the past two 
years due to the pandemic. It 
is unclear whether this year 
the agency will offer similar 
leeway to taxpayers. 

Still, the IRS anticipates 
that most taxpayers will 
receive their refund within 
21 days of when they file 
electronically — barring any 
issues with processing their 
return.

Clashes continue near Syria 
prison holding IS militants

BEIRUT — Clashes 
between U.S.-backed 
Syrian Kurdish fighters 
and militants continued for 
a fourth day Sunday near 
a prison in northeastern 
Syria that houses thousands 
of members of the Islamic 
State group, the Kurdish 
force said. 

The standoff follows an 
assault by the extremists 
that breached the premises 
of Gweiran Prison, allowed 
an unknown number of 
militants to escape and 
killed dozens of U.S.-backed 
fighters who guard the facil- 
Ity. 
The Kurdish-led forces, 
with assistance from the 
U.S-led coalition in the 
form of surveillance, intel- 
ligence and airstrikes, have 
contained the threat, the 
coalition said in a statement 
Sunday. 

Several dozen militants 
remain holed up in one 
wing of the prison, to the 
north and in adjacent build- 
ings, from where they have 
been firing at the Kurdish 
forces. 

A spokesman for the 
Kurdish forces, Farhad 
Shami, said the militants 


have used hundreds of 
minors held in the same 
facility as human shields, 
preventing a final assault. 

More than 3,000 
suspected IS militants are 
believed to be held in Gwei- 
ran, the largest facility in 
Syria housing IS militants, 
including over 600 under 
the age of 18. 

“While it is militarily 
defeated, Daesh remains 
an existential threat to the 
region,” said Commander 
of the Combined Joint Task 
Force-Operation Inherent 
Resolve Maj. Gen. John W. 
Brennan, using the Arabic 
acronym for IS. “Due to its 
severely degraded capabil- 
ity, Daesh’s future survival 
is dependent on its ability to 
refill its ranks through poor- 
ly-conceived attempts” like 
the Gweiran prison attack. 

In their attack, the IS 
militants had attempted 
to destroy a more secure 
facility under construction 
next to the Gweiran prison, 
and have seized arms from 
prison guards before killing 
them, the coalition added. 

The Kurdish forces said 
militants Sunday staged a 
new attack on the prison 
in an attempt to break the 
security cordon and support 
inmates still in control of 


parts of the prison. 

In astatement, the Kurd- 
ish-led force, known as the 
Syrian Democratic Forces, 
said the attack on the north- 
ern section of the prison in 
the city of Hassakeh was 
repelled and the militants 
were chased into a nearby 
residential area. 

Another SDF spokesman 
Siamand Ali said IS fighters 
arriving from outside the 
city also tried to attack the 
prison and were repelled. 

A resident near the prison 
said warplanes from the 
U.S.-led coalition flew over 
the prison earlier Sunday. 
The resident said the U.S.- 
backed Kurdish forces 
were heard calling on IS 
militants in the prison and 
in surrounding buildings to 
turn themselves in. 

The militants have taken 
cover in residential areas 
surrounding the prison. 
Hundreds of civilians fled 
the area for safety. 

Ali said 150 to 200 mili- 
tants are believed holed up 
in the northern wing of the 
prison and adjacent resi- 
dential area. 

The attack launched 
Thursday was the biggest 
by IS militants since the fall 
of the group’s “caliphate” in 
2019. 


A city in pain: NY prepares 
to honor fallen rookie officer

NEW YORK — A city 
reeling from a recent spate 
of violence prepared to lay 
to rest a rookie police offi- 
cer being hailed as an inspi- 
ration to his immigrant 
community, as investiga- 
tors sought to make sense of 
a domestic dispute that left 
another officer “fighting for 
his life.” 

Funeral services for New 
York City police Officer 
Jason Rivera were being 
finalized, as his comrades 
mourned the loss of the 
22-year-old who joined the 
force to make a difference in 
what he had described as a 
“chaotic city.” 

Asolemn scene unfolded 
Sunday with a column of 
uniformed police officers, 
as well as a line of firefight- 
ers, flanking the streets as a 
hearse carrying the fallen 
officer left the medical 
examiner’s office. 

Burial is scheduled for 
Friday, city officials said, 
while services were to 
be held Thursday at St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral. 

Rivera and Officer 
Wilbert Mora were shot 
Friday night while answer- 
ing a call about an argument 
between a woman and her 
adult son. Mora, 27, suffered 
a serious head wound, 
police said. 

Appearing Sunday on 
CNN, Mayor Eric Adams 
stressed the urgency “to 
deal with the underlying 
issues that are impacting 
crime in our city and has 
become a stain on the inner 
cities across our country.” 

He said his police force 
would revamp a plain- 
clothes anti-crime unit 
aimed at getting guns off the 
streets. The unit had been 
disbanded in 2020 over 
concerns it accounted for a 
disproportionate number of 
shootings and complaints. 

“The symbol of that 
soiled coat with red blood 
is really what we’re talking 
about here in not only New 
York City, but across Amer-

ica,’ Adams said. 

The medical exam- 
iner ruled Rivera’s death a 
homicide after an autopsy 
found he died from gunshot 
wounds to the head and 
torso. 

Mora, who has been with 
the NYPD for four years, 
remained in life-threaten- 
ing condition, Adams said 
Sunday. 

The shooting is the latest 
in a string of crimes that 
have unnerved the nation’s 
most populous city and the 
country’s largest police 
force, with 36,000 officers. 

In three weeks since 
Adams took office, a 
19-year-old cashier was 
shot to death as she worked 
alate-night shift ata Burger 
King, a woman was pushed 
to her death in a subway 
station, and an 11-month old 
baby was critically injured 
when she was hit by a stray 
bullet as she sat in a parked 
car with her mother. With 
the Harlem shooting Friday 
night, four police officers 
had been shot in as many 
days. 

The man police say shot 
them, Lashawn J. McNeil, 
47, also was critically 
wounded and hospitalized, 
authorities said. 

Details about what led to 
the deadly confrontation 
were still emerging.Officials 
said a woman who made an 
emergency call Friday said 
she was ill and that her son 


who had come to take care 
of her had become “prob- 
lematic.” Adams said the 
woman did not specify the 
problem. 

Police said the gun used 
in the shooting, a.45-caliber 
Glock with a high-capacity 
magazine capable of hold- 
ing up to 40 extra rounds, 
had been stolen in Balti- 
more in 2017. 

Adams and Gov. Kathy 
Hochul both said federal 
authorities need to do 
more to round up stolen 
guns like the one used in the 
Harlem shooting. Hochul, 
at an appearance Satur- 
day in Buffalo, called it a 
“scourge of illegal guns on 
our streets.” 

Rivera joined the force in 
November 2020. 

Growing up in Manhat- 
tan’s Inwood neighbor- 
hood, he noticed tensions 
with police, according to 
a brief essay titled “Why I 
Became a Police Officer,” a 
copy of which was obtained 
by The Associated Press. 

In that essay, Rivera 
wrote about how he was 
bothered by witnessing his 
brother being stopped and 
frisked.

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Russia rejects UK’s intel warning 


State Department to 
families of embassy 
staff: Leave Ukraine

MOSCOW — Russia’s 
Foreign Ministry on Sunday 
rejected a British claim that 
the Kremlin is seeking to 
replace Ukraine’s govern- 
ment with a pro-Moscow 
administration, and that 
former Ukrainian lawmaker 
Yevheniy Murayev is a 
potential candidate. 

Britain’s Foreign Office 
late Saturday also named 
several other Ukrainian 
politicians it said had links 
with Russian intelligence 
services, along with Mura- 
yev who is the leader of a 
small party that has no seats 
in Parliament. 

Those politicians include 
Mykola Azarov, a former 
prime minister under Viktor 
Yanukovych, the Ukrainian 
president ousted in a 2014 
uprising, and Yanukovych’s 
former chief of staff, Andriy 
Kluyev. 

“Some of these have 
contact with Russian intel- 
ligence officers currently 
involved in the planning for 
an attack on Ukraine,” the 
Foreign Office said. 

Meanwhile, the State 
Department ordered the 
families of all Ameri- 
can personnel at the U.S. 
Embassy in Ukraine to leave 
the country amid height- 
ened fears of a Russian inva- 
sion. 

The department told the 
dependents of staffers at the 
U.S. Embassy in Kyiv that 
they must leave the coun- 
try. It also said that nones- 
sential embassy staff could 
leave Ukraine at govern- 
ment expense. 

State Department offi- 
cials stressed the embassy 
will remain open and that 
the announcement does not 
constitute an evacuation. 
The move had been under 
consideration for some 
time and does not reflect 
an easing of U.S. support for 
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Members of Ukraine’s Territorial Defense Forces, volunteer military units of the Armed Forces, train in a city park in Kyiv, Ukraine, on Saturday. Dozens of civilians 
have been joining Ukraine’s army reserves in recent weeks amid fears about Russian invasion. EFREM LUKATSKY/AP 


Ukraine, the officials said. 

Earlier, Murayev said via 
Skype that the British claim 
“looks ridiculous and funny” 
and that he has been denied 
entry to Russia since 2018 on 
the grounds of being a threat 
to Russian security. He said 
that sanction was imposed 
in the wake of a conflict 
with Viktor Medvedchuk, 
Ukraine’s most prominent 
pro-Russia politician and a 
friend of Russian President 
Vladimir Putin. 

Murayev’s Nashi party 
is regarded as sympathetic 
to Russia, but Murayev on 
Sunday pushed back on char- 
acterizing it as pro-Russia. 

“The time of pro-Western 
and pro-Russian politicians 
in Ukraine is gone forever,’ 
he said in a Facebook post. 

He also said he supports 
Ukraine having neutral 
status and believes that 
“striving for NATO is tanta- 


Talks with Taliban in 
Norway raise debate 
around recognition

OSLO, Norway — A Tali- 
ban delegation led by acting 
Foreign Minister Amir Khan 
Muttaqi on Sunday started 
three days of talks in Oslo 
with Western officials and 
Afghan civil society repre- 
sentatives amid a deteriorat- 
ing humanitarian situation 
in Afghanistan. 

The closed-door meetings 
mark the first time since the 
Taliban took over in August 
that their representatives 
have held official meetings 
in Europe. 

The talks were not with- 
out controversy, however, 
reigniting the debate over 
whether they legitimize the 
Taliban government, espe- 
cially since they were being 
held in Norway, a NATO 
country involved in Afghani- 
stan from 2001 until the Tali- 
ban take over last summer. 

Taliban delegate Shafi- 
ullah Azam said the meet- 
ings with Western officials 
were “a step to legitimize 
(the) Afghan government,” 
adding that “this type of 
invitation and communica- 
tion will help (the) Euro- 
pean community, (the) U.S. 
or many other countries to 
erase the wrong picture of 
the Afghan government.” 

Earlier, Norwegian 
Foreign Minister Anniken 
Huitfeldt stressed that the 
talks were “not a legitima- 
tion or recognition of the 
Taliban.” 

On Sunday, 200 protest- 
ers gathered on an icy square 
in front of the Norwegian 
Foreign Ministry in Oslo to 
condemn the meetings with 
the Taliban, which has not 
received diplomatic recog- 
nition from any foreign 
government. 

Starting Monday, Tali- 
ban representatives will 
meet with delegations from 
Western nations and will 
be certain to press their 
demand that nearly $10 
billion frozen by the United 


States and other Western 
countries be released as 
Afghanistan faces a precar- 
ious humanitarian situation. 

“We are requesting them 
to unfreeze Afghan assets 
and not punish ordinary 
Afghans because of the 
political discourse,” Azam 
said. “Because of the starva- 
tion, because of the deadly 
winter, I think it’s time for 
the international commu- 
nity to support Afghans, 
not punish them because of 
their political disputes.” 

A US. delegation, led by 
Special Representative for 
Afghanistan Tom West, 
plans to discuss “the forma- 
tion of a representative 
political system; responses 
to the urgent humanitarian 
and economic crises; secu- 
rity and counterterrorism 
concerns; and human rights, 
especially education for girls 
and women,” according to a 
statement released by the 
US. State Department. 


Airstrike in Yemen: Work- 
ers in war-wracked Yemen 
recovered five more bodies 
from the rubble of a prison 
facility hit by a Saudi-led 
coalition airstrike, bringing 
the death toll to at least 87, an 
international aid group said 
Sunday. 

Ahmed Mahat, head 
of the Doctors Without 
Borders mission in Yemen, 
said rescuers ended search 
efforts late Saturday at the 
site of the prison in Yemen’s 
northern province of Saada. 

Mahat said 266 people 
were wounded in the 
airstrike. 

Yemen’s conflict began 
in 2014, when the Irani- 
an-backed Houthis took the 
capital, Sanaa, and much 
of northern Yemen, forc- 
ing the government to flee 
to the south, then to exile in 
Saudi Arabia. The Saudi-led 
coalition, backed at the time 
by the U.S., entered the war 
months later to try restoring 
the government to power.

Ukrainian forces and 
Russia-backed separatists 
have been fighting in the 
country’s east since 2014, a 
conflict that has killed more 
than 14,000. 

Ukrainian politi- 
cal analyst Volodymyr 
Fesenko described Mura- 
yev as a significant figure in 
Ukraine’s pro-Russia camp, 
but added: “Murayev is a 
second-place player. I don’t 
think Murayev has direct 
connections in the Kremlin.” 

The U.K. government 
made the claim based on 
an intelligence assessment 
— and without providing 
evidence. It comes amid 
tensions between Moscow 
and the West over Russia’s 
designs on Ukraine and each 
side increasing accusations 
that the other is planning 
provocations. 


“The disinformation 
spread by the British Foreign 
Office is more evidence that 
it is the NATO countries, 
led by the Anglo-Saxons, 
who are escalating tensions 
around Ukraine,” Russian 
Foreign Ministry spokes- 
woman Maria Zakharova 
said on the Telegram 
messaging app Sunday. “We 
call on the British Foreign 
Office to stop provocative 
activities, stop spreading 
nonsense.” 

British Foreign Secretary 
Liz Truss said the informa- 
tion “shines a light on the 
extent of Russian activity 
designed to subvert Ukraine, 
and is an insight into Krem- 
lin thinking” 

Mark Galeotti, who has 
written extensively on 
Russian security services, 
said: “I can’t help but be 
skeptical” about the British 
claim. 
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“This is one of those situ- 
ations where it is hard to 
know whether what we’re 
facing is a genuine threat, 
a misunderstanding of the 
inevitable overtures that 
were being made to vari- 
ous Ukrainian figures 
by Russians or ‘strategic 
communication’ — which 
is what we call propaganda 
these days when we're doing 
it,’ said Galeotti, an honor- 
ary professor of Slavonic 
and East European Stud- 
ies at University College in 
London. 

U.S. Secretary of State 
Antony Blinken said he 
could not comment specifi- 
cally about the British claim, 
but “we’ve been warning 
about just this kind of tactic 
for weeks.” 

“This is very much part 
of the Russian toolkit,” he 
said on CNN. “It runs the 
gamut from a large, conven- 





tional incursion or inva- 
sion of Ukraine to these 
kinds of destabilizing activ- 
ities in an attempt to topple 
the government. And it’s 
important that people be on 
notice about that.” 

The U.K. government’s 
decision to release the think- 
ing of British spies, though 
not the evidence behind it, 
comes as Prime Minister 
Boris Johnson is distracted 
by a leadership crisis over 
lockdown-breaching 
parties by his staff during 
the pandemic. 

The U.S. has mounted 
an aggressive campaign in 
recent months to unify its 
European allies against a 
new Russian invasion of 
Ukraine. The White House 
called the U.K. govern- 
ment assessment “deeply 
concerning” and said it 
stands with the duly elected 
Ukrainian government.

Burkina Faso uprising: 
Gunfire rang out late Sunday 
near the home of Burkina 
Faso’s embattled Presi- 
dent Roch Marc Christian 
Kabore, raising the specter 
that a military coup might 
still be under way after muti- 
nous soldiers seized a mili- 
tary base earlier in the day. 

Government officials had 
sought to reassure people 
that the situation was under 
control even as shots rang 
out for hours at the army 
base. 

It was not immediately 
known whether Kabore was 
at home. 

A mutinous soldier also 
told The Associated Press 
by phone that heavy fight- 
ing was under way near the 
presidential palace, a claim 
that could not immediately 


be independently corrobo- 
rated. 

Sunday’s mutiny came 
one day after the latest 
public demonstration call- 
ing for Kabore’s resignation 
as anger has mounted over 
the government’s handling 
of the Islamic insurgency. 

Anti-government protest- 
ers lent public support to the 
mutinous soldiers, prompt- 
ing security forces to use 
tear gas to disperse crowds 
in the capital. 


Deadly fire in Cameroon: 
A fire erupted at a popular 
nightclub in Cameroon’s 
capital city of Yaounde, 
setting off explosions that 
killed at least 17 people 
and seriously injured seven 
others, government officials 
said Sunday. 

The tragedy occurred as 
the central African country 
hosts thousands of soccer 
players, fans and officials 
from across the continent 
for the month-long African 
Cup of Nations soccer tour- 
nament. 

It was not immediately 


clear what had sparked 
the fire at Liv’s Nightclub 
Yaouba. 

Workers there initially 
said it was caused by a 
short-circuit. However, a 
government statement later 
Sunday suggested that fire- 
works had ignited the build- 
ing’s roof, and then the fire 
spread to areas where cook- 
ing gas was stored. 

The spokesman said 
authorities were still trying 
to determine the names and 
nationalities of the dead and 
injured. 


Calif. mass shooting: Four 
people were killed and one 
was wounded when multi- 
ple shooters opened fire ata 
house party near Los Ange- 
les early Sunday, authorities 
said. 

Police responded around 
1:30 a.m. to reports of shots 
fired at a home in the city of 
Inglewood, Mayor James 
Butts told reporters. 

Two women and two men 
were shot and killed and 
another man was hospital- 
ized in critical condition, 


a local television station 
reported. 

Butts called the shoot- 
ing an “ambush” involving 
multiple weapons includ- 
ing a rifle and a handgun. 
Authorities are searching for 
multiple suspects, he said. 


Gas prices inch up: The 
average U.S. price of regu- 
lar-grade gasoline is up a 
penny over the past two 
weeks, to $3.40 per gallon. 

Industry analyst Trilby 
Lundberg of the Lund- 
berg Survey said Sunday 
that prices at the pump 
could continue to rise 
because crude oil costs have 
increased. 

The average gas price is 95 
cents higher than it was one 
year ago. 

Nationwide, the high- 
est average price for regu- 
lar-grade gas is in the San 
Francisco Bay Area, at $4.74 
per gallon. The lowest aver- 
age is in Houston, at $2.86 
per gallon. 

According to the survey, 
the average price of diesel is 
$3.70 a gallon, up 6 cents.

Enhancing dignity in death with MAID

WASHINGTON — Although Amanda 
Villegas’s manual dexterity is hindered by 
her mild case of cerebral palsy, she is a gifted 
photographer who documented the last 
five days of her husband’s life with bladder 
cancer that metastasized. She has posted 
the photos on Google Drive, under “This is 
Cancer.” Steel yourself before viewing them. 
But view them. They ground in reality the 
increasingly urgent debate about medical 
aid in dying (MAID). 

Chris was 29 when he died at home on 
June 19, 2019, just a week after doctors 
belatedly gave him a terminal progno- 
sis. The tragedy of his disease had been 
compounded by multiple misdiagnoses. 
The unnecessary horrors of his final days 
were the result of a hospital’s misinfor- 
mation — perhaps religiously motivated 
mendacity — and a restrictive provision of 
a California law that has been liberalized, 
effective Jan. 1, 2022. 

Speaking recently by phone from Cali- 
fornia, Amanda said that Chris, who was 
skeletal at the end, was so drenched in pain 
that “he would cringe and scream if anyone 
touched or moved his bed.” He had been 
told two falsehoods, that MAID is illegal in

California’s MAID law, as enacted in 2015, 
allows mentally capable adults, with a medi- 
cal diagnosis of less than six months to live, 
the option of receiving prescription medica- 
tion that enables them to die in their sleep.

It 
included a 15-day waiting period between 
two oral requests for the medication — a 
delay that put a peaceful end beyond Chris’s 
reach. 

One-third of those beginning the eligi- 
bility process died before completing it. 
Beginning this year, the waiting period has 
been reduced to 48 hours, and hospitals 
and hospices will be required to post their 
MAID policies on their websites. (New 
Mexico adopted similar legislation last 
year.) 

The Economist magazine, true to its 
classical liberal tradition, recently praised 
“the welcome spread of assisted dying” for 
advancing a “basic freedom” that is now 
“legal in one form or another in a dozen 
countries.”

In the 25 years since Oregon 
became the first state to legalize MAID, only 
4,209 people nationwide have used it to 
assert their autonomy in ending their lives 
on their terms. Ninety percent died where 
most Americans say they want to die: at 
home, often with loved ones. 

Kim Callinan, president and CEO of 
Compassion & Choices, which advocates 
for MAID, says it “creates a shift within our 
end-of-life care system from a paternalistic 
model to one that is resoundingly patient- 
driven.” Her organization says that “over the 
past six years, 30 national and state medical 
and professional associations have endorsed 
or dropped their opposition to” MAID. 

Skeptics understandably warn about 
a slippery slope: Persons worried about 
becoming burdens on their families might 
find the MAID option coming to imply an 
obligation.

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State launches charging station push 


Two biggest utilities commit more than $90M 
for broad expansion to power electric vehicles

Connecticut is embarking on a 
broad build-out of electric vehicle 
charging stations, joined by the 
state’s two largest utilities commit- 
ting more than $90 million. 

The state Public Utilities Regu- 
latory Authority on Jan. 1 launched 
the nine-year program as part of its 
grid modernization initiative that 
includes electric storage, metering, 
affordability and other programs. 


Chargers are to be installed at 
homes, apartment and condo- 
minium communities, workplaces 
and destinations such as hotels. 
In a push to reduce and even- 
tually end tailpipe emissions — a 
leading cause of carbon pollution 
that may contribute to rising 
temperatures — Connecticut 
joined nine other states in 2013 to 
support 3.3 million electric vehi- 
cles by 2025. For Connecticut, 
the number of electric vehicles is 
expected to climb to as many as 


150,000 by 2025, up from 21,382 
now, according to the Department 
of Motor Vehicles. 

It’s a nearly nine-fold increase 
in just three years, but companies 
moving into the electric vehicle 
charging business will contribute. 

Rep. David Arconti, House chair- 
man of the legislature’s Energy and 
Technology Committee, said the 
initiative by Connecticut regula- 
tors is intended to support up to 
half the 150,000 electric vehicles 


and the other half “will be filled by 


the private sector (ideally).” 
If Connecticut is unable to reach

Faculty 
call for 
stricter 
measures 


Community college 
staff decry ‘insufficient’ 
safety guidelines

On the day before the start of 
the spring semester, community 
college faculty from around the 
state called for the Connecticut 
State Colleges and Universities 
governing board to implement 
stricter COVID-19 safety stan- 
dards as they return to campuses 
in person. 

During the recent news confer- 
ence, faculty asked for the CSCU 
administration to distribute 
more N95 masks to students and 
employees at the colleges, ensure 
social distancing is enforced, 
improve telework accommo- 
dations, allow faculty to move 
classes fully online for the first 
two weeks of the semester and 
require proof of vaccination for 
all students and faculty. 

“Community college faculty 
and staff are frustrated at the 
inconsistent and insufficient 
safety and security measures 
being taken in our community 
colleges,” said Seth Freeman, a 
professor at Capital Community 
College. “We are angered that 
by not meeting with faculty and 
staff, and only pushing in-person 
learning and in-person services, 
managers have ignored and 
continued to ignore the health and 
safety of vulnerable staff members 
and others in our community.” 

Faculty members stressed the 
need for there to be “reason- 
able teleworking accommo- 
dations” as they or their family 
members might have medical 
conditions that require exten- 
sive care, adding that some of 
their students are choosing to be 
virtual to protect themselves. 

Linda Stango, director of work- 
force transitions at Naugatuck 
Valley Community College, 
said she has had to ask multiple

Fairfield man charged 
after skirmish over 
son’s allergic reaction 


Father allegedly yelled 
expletives, threw drink 
at Robeks employee

The Fairfield Police Depart- 
ment arrested a local man accused 
of yelling and throwing things at 
employees of Robeks after his son 
was hospitalized for an allergic 
reaction toa drink purchased there. 

The police charged James 
Iannazzo, 48, of Fairfield with 
intimidation based on bigotry or 
bias, breach of peace and crimi- 
nal trespass after employees of 
the smoothie franchise on 2061 
Black Rock Turnpike complained 
on Saturday afternoon that he was 
throwing things, yelling at them 
and refusing to leave. 


A video of the incident was 
posted on YouTube and TikTok. 

A police spokesman said the 
department investigation showed 
that Iannazzo bought a smoothie 
at about 1 p.m. and left without 
incident. About a half hour later, 
Ianazzo called 911 and reported that 
achild at his home was suffering an 
allergic reaction. The child, Iannuz- 
ZO’s son, was taken to an area hospi- 
tal by ambulance, police said. 

“A short time later, Iannazzo 
returned to Robeks and 
confronted employees, yelling 
at them and demanding to know 
who had made the smoothie that 
contained peanuts, causing his 
child’s allergic reaction,’ a state- 
ment from police said. “When 
employees could not provide 
Iannazzo with the answer, he

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its goal, the General Assem- 
bly could authorize PURA 
to hire a third party to 
administer programs, said 
Arconti, a Danbury Demo- 
crat.

Connecticut must get 
out ahead of increasingly 
popular electric vehicles 
and scale up the installa- 
tion of charging stations to 
avoid “havoc on the grid” 


that could result from 
wide-scale electrification, 
Gillett said. 

“This is about planning,” 
she said. 

To ease potential 
burdens on the grid, PURA 
developed policies that call 
for “managed charging” 
that provides for different 
prices for charging electric 
vehicles at various times of 
the day. 

Eversource Energy has 
proposed to spend $73.6 
million in the first three 
years of the program, and 
United Illuminating set an 
$18 million budget. The 
money, which the utili- 
ties can seek to reclaim in 
PURA proceedings, would 
be offered as customer 
incentives for chargers 
and managed charging 
programs. 


The cost to install a 
charging station varies 
depending on the charger 
and the extent of electri- 
cal work. Typically, a char- 
ger will cost $500 to $700, 
according to PURA. Instal- 
lation can cost between 
$500 and $1,200. 

The utilities may offer 
customers incentives 
of $500 each for char- 
gers, wiring upgrades and 
telematics, or the transmis- 
sion of computerized infor- 
mation. Incentives of $100 
also are available. 

PURA will evaluate the 
program every three years. 

Reducing and eventually 
ending carbon emissions 
from vehicles is atop priority 
to counter climate change. 
Transportation accounted 
for 29% of greenhouse gas 
emissions in 2019, accord- 


ing to the U.S. Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency. 
Connecticut has a spotty 
record on clean transporta- 
tion policies. The General 
Assembly has rejected 
numerous attempts to allow 
Tesla and other electric 
vehicle manufacturers to 
sell directly to the consumer 
and bypass dealerships. 
And Gov. Ned Lamont 
and legislative leaders 
balked last year at approv- 
ing a regional transpor- 
tation plan to reduce 
emissions while raising 
money for low- or zero-car- 
bon initiatives. Massachu- 
setts Gov. Charlie Baker 
dropped out of the multi- 
state program days later.

had its soft opening Jan. 7 
and will host a grand open- 
ing in the spring, has tables 
and chairs but is primar- 
ily geared toward take- 
out.

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times if she could telework so 
that she can take care of her 
mother, who was diagnosed 
with a terminal illness, but 
has yet to get a response. 

“Our role here is to protect 
and to make sure that our 
students are safe, our faculty 
are safe, our administra- 
tion, our staff, it’s everyone, 
everyone in the institution,” 
said Dennis Bogusky, pres- 
ident of the Federation of 
Technical College Teachers 
and a professor at Norwalk 
Community College. “But it’s 
beyond the institution. Each 
of these people go home to a 
family, and we’re looking to 
keep their families safe as well 
by keeping them safe and not 
allowing these germs and this 
virus to be brought back in.” 

Earlier this month, the 
CSCU system leaders 
announced that the spring 
2022 semester will start as 
originally scheduled, a strat- 
egy that differed from that 
of many other colleges and 
universities around the state. 

“The decision to begin 
our semester on time was 
made with campus leaders 
in close consultation with 
public health partners and is 
responsive to our students, 
who have consistently 
requested that we do every- 
thing possible to offer in-per- 
son learning opportunities,” 
said Leigh Appleby, CSCU 
spokesperson, in an email. 

The announcement stated 
that safety measures such as 
wearing masks while indoors 
on campuses and COVID-19 
vaccine requirements were 
to remain in place upon their 
return, but community college 
employees said they want to 
see stricter enforcement ofthe 
vaccine requirement. 

At the community colleges, 
faculty and students attend- 
ing courses in person are 
required to fill out a form that 
asks them about their vaccina- 
tion status and if they would 
like to request a medical or 
non-medical exemption. 

This differs from the stan- 
dards in place at the state

universities, where students 
and faculty have to upload 
their vaccination cards for 
the university health service 
department to review and 
confirm. 

Community college faculty 
said only attesting to vaccina- 
tion status is not sufficient, 
and they want members of 
their campus communities 
to submit proof as well. 

“I’m just surprised, 
shocked and heartbroken that 
we are having this conversa- 
tion about 22 months out and 
[over 9,000] deaths in our 
state where people, the work- 
ers and the faculty, are asking 
for themselves and for their 
students for the common 
sense thing that we have 
been at the state asking for 
every single day, people to get 
vaccinated ... and you should 
have proof of your vaccina- 
tion,” said Sen. Saud Anwar, 
D-South Windsor, during the 
recent press conference. 

Appleby said in an email 
that the community colleges 
have a system that protects 
student data and prioritizes 
accessibility. He added that 
the residential nature of the 
state universities makes a 
difference. 

“Different institutions 
have different needs,” he 
said. “As such, the systems we 
have implemented meet the 
unique needs of each school. 
It has worked well in keep- 
ing our campuses safe for the 
past year.” 

Appleby also explained that 
community colleges are oper- 
ating with 20%-47% of their 
classes in person this spring, 
which “helps to limit the 
onsite population.” He added 
that the state universities are 
operating with nearly 100% of 
their classes and services on 
ground and have nearly 8,000 
students living on campus. 

“Our students have made 
abundantly clear that they 
need in-person options, and 
we have proven over the past 
three semesters — in which 
we have seen virtually zero 
spread in academic settings 
— that we can do so safely,” 
he said. “We look forward to 
a safe and productive semes- 
ter.”

Iannazzo’s parental instinct 
kicked in and he acted out 
of anger and fear,’ Riccio 
said. “He is not a racist indi- 
vidual and deeply regrets 
his statements and actions 
during a moment of extreme 
emotional stress.” 

Iannuzzo, a Merrill Lynch 
financial advisor, was fired 
after the incident. 

“Our company does not 
tolerate behavior of this 
kind,” said Bill Halldin, 
a spokesman for Bank of 
America, which owns Merrill 
Lynch. “We immediately 
investigated and have taken 
action. This individual is no 
longer employed at our firm.” 

Iannuzzo was ordered to 
appear in Superior Court in 
Bridgeport on Feb. 7.

The day before they 
were supposed to return 
home, my cup was full and 
some steam escaped in the 
form of harsh words to my 
son about her, which she 
overheard. 

Since then, I have writ- 
ten a long email to my son 
to apologize for my ugly 
words against the woman 
he loves.

to mention that I do not 
understand her coldness 


and hostility toward us. 
So far, my son has not 
replied; it’s been a week. 
Any advice on how to 
reconnect with them?

Dear Upset: You should 
not wait for assurance 

that your apology will be 
accepted before offer- 

ing one. Nor should you 
double down and place any 
blame on the person you’ve 
offended. 

You should call your son 
and speak with him about 
this. Ask him to pass the 
phone to his wife. Your 
apology should be direct 
and sincere: “I am so sorry 
you overheard my harsh- 
ness at Christmastime. I’ve 
been searching for ways to 
be closer to you, and this is 
definitely not the way to go 
about it. I’m very embar- 
rassed and feel absolutely 
terrible about this. I hope 
you can forgive me.” 

If you are unable to do 
this by phone, you should 
write directly to her. 


Dear Amy: I have a blessed 
life. My spouse and I have 
a wonderful relationship, 
I’m financially secure, and 
I enjoy going to work every 
day.

‘As We See It’ portrays young 
adulthood on autism spectrum

Some TV characters 
have lofty goals. They want 
to find a soul mate, a fulfill- 
ing career or their place 
in the world. Then there’s 
Harrison. When we first 
meet him, he just hopes 
to walk to the coffee shop 
alone. 

Harrison — played by 
Albert Rutecki — is one of 
the characters in the new 
Amazon Prime ensem- 
ble series “As We See 
It,” which follows a trio 
of young people on the 
autism spectrum as they 
negotiate daily life. 

“T see it mainly asa 
coming of age or coming 
to adulthood of several 
20-something characters,” 
Rutecki says. “It has three 
main characters who are 
on the spectrum, but I 
think it could definitely be 
relatable to alot of people 
more than just those who 
are autistic.” 

Harrison, who is sensi- 
tive to loud sounds like 
dogs barking and frazzled 
by sudden movements, 
is joined by Violet (Sue 
Ann Pien) and Jack (Rick 
Glassman). Violet works 
at an Arby’s and wants a 
boyfriend, while Jack is 
a computer coding whiz 
but has difficulty editing 
himself. (He once bluntly 
tells his boss that he’s an 
idiot.) 

The show, now stream- 
ing, is created by Jason 
Katims, who is best-known 
for “Friday Night Lights” 
and “Parenthood.” It is 
based on the 2018 Israeli 
series “On the Spectrum” 
and informed by Katims’ 
son, who has autism. 

“One of the things that 
was really, really important 
to me about the story was 
that we approached it with 
this utter respect for all of 
the characters in the shows 
and, in particular, the char- 
acters that are neurodi- 
verse,” he says. 

“It was our intention

from the beginning to 
never be laughing at 
anybody in the show but be 
laughing with them.” 

The three roommates — 
all actors who identify on 
the spectrum — are looked 
after by a neurotypical aide 
called Mandy, played by 
Sosie Bacon, who conducts 
group meetings with the 
three and helps them 
meet goals, like navigating 
their world online or just 
cheerleading as they walk 
to the coffee shop alone 
for a croissant. Mandy is 
also making her way in life, 
causing her own messes 
and making mistakes. 

Bacon was drawn to the 
show in large part because 
of Katims’ writing. “He 
has this ability to sort of 
be very sincere and very 
sweet and then all of the 
sudden, just crack you up.” 

According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention, autism affects 
an estimated 1 in 44 chil- 
dren in the U.S. As she 
studied for the role, Bacon 
says She learned a lot from 
the community, including 
a refreshing brutal honesty. 

“We as neurotypical 
people often have all of 
these blocks that prevent 
us from being honest. We 
don’t want to hurt some- 
body’s feelings, or we have 
an ego,” she says. 

“T feel there’s a direct- 
ness that I learned that 
was actually wonderful 


and that I would like to 
emulate in my own life 
because I spend a lot of 
time overthinking the 
things that I say and do.” 

For his part, Rutecki 
welcomes the attention the 
show gives to the diversity 
of people on the spectrum. 
Often if Hollywood tries to 
depict autism, it’s usually 
a single, minor charac- 
ter. While “As We See 
It” doesn’t come close to 
describing all the complex- 
ities of autism, it at least 
tries. 

“T’ve heard it said before, 
‘You meet one autistic 
person, you’ve met one 
autistic person,” Rutecki 
says. “There’s definitely a 
lot of diversity within the 
spectrum, and you can’t 
just get all of that in no 
matter how hard you try.” 

Visibility is one thing, 
but neurotypical viewers 
will also get to see how 
they can make life more 
comfortable for those on 
the spectrum and under- 
stand better how to accom- 
modate people who are 
different. 

“T think it’s really good 
that Hollywood is being 
more mindful of repre- 
sentation and in the way 
they portray things,” 
says Rutecki. “And, keep 
in mind, that there are 
disabled actors out there 
that are just like trying to 
get a part. We can do this. 
Give us a chance.”

Saturday, not sure his 
Iona team was fully prepared to 
play Quinnipiac.

Weather the storm: 


Huskies close strong 


Juhasz: ‘I would not necessarily see ourselves as underdogs’

NEW YORK — Coach Geno 
Auriemma’s message to his UConn 
team as of late is that, as the team 
goes through what the Huskies 
have openly described as “hell” 
with the absences of so many 
key players due to injury or other 
ailments, they have to drag each 
other through it, and that eventu- 
ally they’ll make it through to the 
other side. Sunday’s 75-57 victory 
over St. John’s at Carnesecca Arena 
was amicrocosm of that very idea.

We still have to 
have that confidence, but once you 
step on the court, we’ve got to work 
super, super hard.” 

Freshman Caroline Ducha- 
rme was the Huskies’ go-to scorer 
when they needed a bucket, getting 
a career-high 28 points, her fourth 
career 20-point game.

Buc stops 
here: Brady 
shows grit 
in defeat

Tom Brady didn’t want to offer 
any clues, or even acknowledge 
that he is even thinking about retir- 
ing from the NFL. 

“T haven’t put alot of thought into 
it;’ Brady said Sunday after the Bucs’ 
30-27 divisional-round loss to the 
Rams. “Truthfully, guys, I’m think- 
ing about this game, and not think- 
ing about anything past five minutes 
from now.” 

Brady certainly had a lot to 
process on Sunday, and not just 
whether he would retire at age 44, 
after 21 seasons as a starter and 
seven Super Bow] victories. Mostly, 
he had to accept that Sunday’s game 
went off script. There would be no 
improbable comeback win. No shot 
to repeat as Super Bowl champions. 

Brady almost added another 
legendary chapter to his incompa- 
rable career, helping erase a 27-3, 
late-third-quarter lead. It was Super 
Bowl LI all over again. 

The Rams, with a 99% win prob- 
ability, got tight in the fourth quar- 
ter with two fumbles and a missed 
field goal. Brady came roaring back 
with three touchdown drives in 
the second half and tied the game, 
27-27, with just 42 seconds left. Even 
the Rams’ defensive coordinator, 
Raheem Morris, was the Falcons’ 
assistant head coach in that Super 
Bowl five years ago. Yet this come- 
back wasn’t meant to be. Matthew 
Stafford hit receiver Cooper Kupp 
for 44 yards with 28 seconds left, 
setting up a game-winning 30-yard 
field goal to send the Rams, not the 
Bucs, to the NFC title game. 

“Obviously we showed a lot of 
fight,” Brady said. “But at the end of 
the day if you lose a game you lose 
a game.” 

In the Patriots’ comeback 
against the Falcons, the chips all fell 
perfectly. The offense scored touch- 
downs and two-point conversions, 
the defense forced turnovers and 
punts, and the coaches dialed up all 
the right calls. 

Sunday, Brady’s defense and 
coaching let him down. On Kupp’s 
big reception, Bucs defensive coor- 
dinator Todd Bowles curiously 
called aseven-man blitz. Kupp, who 
won this year’s triple crown as the 
NFL’s leader in catches, yards and 
touchdowns, burned right past the 
1-on-1 coverage. Arians said there 
was an error on the play — not 
everyone heard the play call, and not

Tatum scores 51 in Celtics’ rout of Wizards

WASHINGTON — This 
was quite a way for Jayson 
Tatum to break out of his 
shooting slump. 

Tatum scored 51 points 
— 48 in the first three quar- 
ters — to help the Boston 
Celtics breeze to a 116-87 
victory over the Washing- 
ton Wizards on Sunday. 

Tatum made nine 
3-pointers and shot 18 of 
28 from the field. That was 
after he shot 0 for 17 beyond 
the arc in his previous three 
games. 

“When you’re missing 
shots, you know what you’re 
capable of, and sometimes 
you’ve got to laugh it off,” 
Tatum said. “It’s as simple 
as sometimes you just don’t 
make shots. You play so 
many games.” 

Tatum had 31 points by 
halftime and reached 50 on 
a drive to the basket with 
about 4:30 remaining in the 
game. He added a techni- 
cal-foul free throw with 3:55 
to play and then checked out 
of the game while the crowd 
in Washington, which 
included plenty of green- 
clad Boston fans, gave him 
a standing ovation. 

“That’s an incredible feel- 
ing,” Tatum said. “Seeing 
so many fans on road with 
a Tatum ‘O{ jersey on — 
something I don’t take 
for granted. I understand 
there’s 450 some-odd guys 
in the league, and they 
took the time to go buy my 
jersey.”

Bradley Beal scored 19 
points for the Wizards, 
who never led in coach Wes 
Unseld Jr’s return from 
being on the COVID-19 
health and safety protocol 
list. Washington, which has 
one game remaining on an 
eight-game homestand, has 
dropped three in arow. 

Boston led 46-45 in the 
second quarter, but Tatum’s 
17-footer started a 14-0 run 
to close the half. Tatum 
added a couple of free 


throws and two 3-point- 
ers during that stretch and 
finished with 18 points in 
the quarter. 

Tatum reached 40 points 
with a couple of free throws 
with 4:48 left in the third. 
Moments later, a dunk put 
him even with his season 
high of 42 that he set last 
month against Milwau- 
kee. He added two more 
3s before the quarter was 
over, the second of which 
put Boston up, 89-62. 


Tatum seemed to real- 
ize his day might be done, 
taking three more shots 
in the final minute of the 
third quarter, all misses. He 
ended the third a bucket 
shy of 50 and left the game. 
But he came back with 7:21 
left in the fourth and scored 
enough to surpass 50 — 
although he remained well 
shy of his career high of 60, 
set against San Antonio last 
April. 

Celtics coach Ime Udoka 


said going for 50 wasn’t 
a factor in putting Tatum 
back in. 

“We were getting a little 
iso-heavy, stagnant there,” 
Udoka said. “We’ve obvi- 
ously had our troubles clos- 
ing, so, get him back in and 
try to finish the game.” 

Boston’s Marcus Smart 
played for the first time 
since Jan. 10 after he went 
through health and safety 
protocols. He scored 11 
points.

After blowing 24-point lead, 
FG sends them past Brady, Bucs

TAMPA, Fla. — Matthew Stafford 
outplayed Tom Brady in the final minute, 
moving the Rams into position for a last-sec- 
ond field goal that gave the NFC West cham- 
pions a 30-27 victory over the Buccaneers 
on Sunday after the seven-time Super Bowl 
champion led his team on a late tying drive. 

Stafford threw for 366 yards and two 
touchdowns, and Matt Gay’s 30-yard field 
goal as time expired sent the Rams (14-5) 
into next Sunday’s NFC championship game 
at home against the division-rival 49ers. 

Brady rallied the Bucs from a 27-3 second- 
half deficit with help from three Rams 
turnovers, tying the game on Leonard Four- 
nette’s 9-yard run on fourth-and-inches with 
42 seconds remaining. The NFL’s all-time 
passing leader didn’t get an opportunity to 
finish the job. 

Stafford led the Rams downfield after the 
ensuing kickoff, using completions of 20 and 
44 yards to league receiving leader Cooper 
Kupp to set up Gay’s third field goal. 

“We knew it wasn’t going to be easy,’ Staf- 
ford said. “I mean, we sure let them back

Field of Gould: 


49ers head to NFC title game 
behind special teams, defense

GREEN BAY, Wis. — Robbie Gould lived 
up to his name. 

On a field littered with snow flurries, 
Gould made a 45-yard field goal Saturday 
night as time expired and the 49ers knocked 
off the top-seeded Packers 13-10. 

Gould has made all 20 of his career play- 
off field-goal attempts. His latest helped the 
49ers complete an improbable comeback 
by scoring 10 unanswered points in the last 
five minutes. 

“I always trust Robbie. He’s as good 
as gold, man,” 49ers quarterback Jimmy 
Garoppolo said. “He always is.” 

The 49ers (12-7) continued their post- 
season hex on Rodgers and advanced to 
an NFC championship game matchup 
Jan. 30 against the NFC West rival Rams in 
Los Angeles. 

This marks the 17th conference champi- 
onship appearance for the 49ers, the most 
by any team since conferences were formed 
in the 1970 merger. The 49ers had been tied 
with the Steelers. 

The 49ers’ win, coupled with the Bengals’ 
19-16 victory over the Titans earlier in the 
day, marked the first time both No. 1 seeds 
lost in the divisional round in the same 
season since 2010. The Packers beat the 
Falcons and the Jets topped the Patriots 
that season. 


in the game with a bunch of mistakes on 
offense. Our defense played outstanding.

“This is a tough team, man, this is what 
we're all about.

Earlier, Stafford found Kupp wide open 
behind the Bucs secondary on a 70-yard 
scoring play that put the Rams up 17-3 early 
in the second quarter. 

“Man, he’s the heart and soul of this 
offense,” Stafford said of Kupp, who had nine 
catches for 183 yards but also lost a fumble.. 
“What he’s able to do down in, down out, 
whether it’s in the pass game, run game — 
he’s an unbelievable competitor.” 

Stafford, who had never won a postsea- 
son game before beating the Cardinals in the 
previous week’s wild-card round, completed 
28 of 38 passes without an interception. The 
13-year veteran also scored on a1-yard run. 

Brady completed 30 of 54 passes for 329 
yards, one TD and one interception. He was 
sacked three times and lost a fumble. 

Fournette also scored on a 1-yard run for 
the Bucs, who pulled within 27-20 on Brady’s 
55-yard TD throw to Mike Evans with 
3:20 left. 

The Bucs (14-5), who lost to the Rams 
for third time in two seasons, were trying 
to become the first team to repeat as Super 





Bowl champions since the Brady-led Patri- 
ots during the 2004 season. 

Stafford played one of his best games of 
the season in the September meeting, when 
he threw for four TDs and no interceptions 
in a 34-24 Rams win in Los Angeles. He got 
off to another fast start Sunday, completing 
nine of his first 12 passes for 176 yards and 
the TDs to Kendall Blanton and Kupp to 
open a 17-3 lead early in the second quarter. 

It was 20-3 at halftime, and the Bucs were 
fortunate their deficit wasn’t bigger. With 
the Rams on the verge of scoring again in 
the closing seconds of the second quarter, 
Cam Akers fumbled at the Bucs 1 and the 
Bucs’ Antoine Winfield recovered to keep 
the defending champs to keep from falling 
further behind. 

Akers initially was ruled down by contact, 
but a lengthy review of the play determined 
the ball was beginning to come loose before 
the running back’s helmet hit the turf. 

The Rams built the lead to 27-3 on Staf- 
ford’s quarterback sneak, with help along the 
way from some uncharacteristic mistakes 
by the Bucs. That included unsportsman- 
like conduct penalties on defensive tackle 
Ndamukong Suh for taunting and Brady, 
who was flagged while arguing unsuccess- 
fully for what he felt should have been a 
penalty on the Rams for a hit that appeared 
to bloody his lip.

The Packers (13-5) earned the NFC’s top 
seed for a second straight season and were 
the league’s only unbeaten team at home, 
but again failed to reach the big game. They 
haven’t made it to the Super Bow] since their 
2010 championship season. 

“T just didn’t envision it like this,” said the 
Packers’ Aaron Jones, who had nine catches 


for 129 yards and 12 carries for 41 yards. 

The 49ers tied the game with 4:41 left 
thanks to a breakdown by the Packers’ 
special teams, the team’s biggest weakness. 

Jordan Willis’ outstretched left hand 
blocked a punt by Corey Bojorquez, who was 
kicking from the front of his end zone. Tala- 
noa Hufanga picked up the ball at the 6-yard 
line and ran it in to make it 10-10. 

After the Packers went three-and-out, 
the 49ers got the ball back at their 29 with 
3:20 left and drove into field-goal range. 
Deebo Samuel delivered a 9-yard run on 
third-and-7 from the Packers 38, and the 
49ers ran down the clock to set up Gould.

Brady return

If Tom Brady played the last game of 
an unprecedented career, he ended with 
one of his toughest losses after a stunning 
comeback. 

The Rams’ 30-27 victory over the 
Buccaneers on Sunday sent them home 
to host the 49ers in the NFC champion- 
ship game next week. The Rams ended 
the Bucs’ bid to become the NFL’s first 
repeat champions since Brady led the 
Patriots to consecutive titles following 
the 2003-04 seasons. 

Have the Rams also ended Brady’s 
career? 

“Truthfully, guys, I’m thinking about 
this game. I’m not thinking about past five 
minutes from now,” Brady said. 

Brady is under contract for 2022 but 
his return isn’t definite. 

“T haven’t put a lot of thought into it, 
taking it day by day,” Brady said. 

In late September, Brady said he plans 
to play at least one more season, but he 
indicated several times since that return- 
ing will be a family decision. 

Asked last month when he’ll know it’s 
time to retire, Brady said: 

“That’s a good question. I don’t know. 
I think T’ll have to just, after every year, 
think about what the situation looks 
like for me, personally and profession- 
ally. Obviously, I love playing; I don’t 
think my love will go away. I think I’ll be 
able to do it, it’s just the other things are 
kind of happening in my life, in regard to 
family situations. My kids are not getting 
younger, and I want to make sure that 
they get what they need, too.”

Top 10 recruit Gradey Dick gets 
love of basketball from his mother

Carmen Dick was in her 
element. 

The former basketball pro 
stuck her hips out, got low, firmly 
planted her feet in the lower block 
of her backyard court in Wichita, 
Kansas, and rhythmically dribbled, 
waiting for her moment. She was 
ready to make her move, the same 
move she had made over a 1,000 
times. The only person that stood 
between her and the sweet sound 
of aswish was her middle-school- 
aged son, Gradey. She spun right 
and extended her arms upward 
for her patented baby hook and got 
ready to release the ball. This time, 
he was ready for it and blocked the 
shot with zero remorse. The tide 
had finally shifted. Gradey had 
finally bested his mom. 

Nowadays, Gradey Dick is a big 
deal. The 6-foot-6, 195-pound, 18 
year old guard plays at Sunrise 
Christian in Bel Aire, Kansas, 
currently the top-ranked school 
in the ESPN High School Boys’ 
Basketball Top 25. He’s ranked No. 
8 in the Class of 2022 by ESPN and 
No. 24 according to 247sports. He 
has committed to Kansas Univer- 
sity, No. 7 in the AP poll and set to 
play No. 18 Texas Tech on Monday 
night (9 p.m. EST, ESPN). 

Though Gradey grew up play- 
ing against his mom, they have 
different specialties. Carmen, who 
played basketball at Iowa State and 
competed for a year professionally 
in Japan, specialized in post moves 
and never shot 3s. Gradey is one of 
the best shooters in his class with 
impressive range beyond the arc. 

At the HoopHall Classic in 
Springfield earlier this month, 
Gradey showcased his range with 
14 points and 11 rebounds in a 
72-68 overtime win over No. 18 
Combine Academy. He can play 
multiple positions. He thinks that 
will be his biggest strength in the 
college game. 

“T think my versatility and just 
the ways to do different things on 
the court,” Gradey said. “If some- 
thing’s not working, I can just 
focus on other things, different 
aspects of my game.” 

He still has work to do on the

defensive end. 

“T feel like I can always get better 
on my defense,” he said. “That’s 
one thing I can always grow on.” 

His mom agrees. 

“T think he needs to keep his 
intensity up and attack,’ Carmen 
said. “Sometimes, I see him as a 
spectator. ... I think sometimes 
they think so much and they need 
to let it go. I want him to keep that 
tenacity and hard work going all 
the time.” 

Carmen’s basketball journey 
was a bit different than her son’s. 
She grew up playing six-on-six in 
her Iowa high school. 

“So, when I played in high 
school, Iowa and Oklahoma were 
the last two states to switch to 
five-on-five,’ Carmen said. “You 
have three forwards on one side 
and three guards on another and I 
could not cross the half-court line.” 

At 6-2, she was a forward. They 
were only allowed to take two 
dribbles, and she stayed on offense 
the entire time. Carmen was lethal 
on the offensive end. 

“T scored alot of points” Carmen 
said. “Fifty to 60 points wasn’t 
uncommon. That was because all 
I did was play offense. I did alot of 
bunnies. I stood under the basket. 
They threw me the ball and put a 
bunny in. It was kind of different 
basketball.” 

Carmen received a lot of atten- 
tion from various colleges but only 
went on five recruiting visits. She 
ended up staying close to home, 
picking Iowa State, where she 
played four years. At that time, 
with no WNBA, the women had to 
continue their professional career 
internationally. Carmen ended up 
playing basketball in Japan witha 
team sponsored by Fujitsu, a tele- 
communications company. For 
Carmen, it was a tough transition. 

“It was one of the hardest 
years of my life,’ she said. “I flew 
to Tokyo and didn’t know the 
language at all. I lived in an apart- 
ment by myself” 

Not only was it an intense 
basketball experience, but it came 
with a day job. She worked as an 
English assistant for the company 
where she would translate docu- 
ments. The entire year she was 


engaged to Gradey’s dad, Bart. 
They would write letters to each 
other. 

“T’m glad I did it,’ Carmen said. 
“It was a great experience, and I 
would doit all over again.” 

In contrast, Gradey’s basketball 
journey to signing with Kansas has 
been a little less chaotic. 

At Sunrise Christian, his day is 
built around two things: basketball 
and academics. From early-morn- 
ing shootarounds to classes to 
practice at the end of the day, his 
day is entirely structured. Gradey 
began to make some noise on the 
recruiting trail right before his 
sophomore year. 

“Probably the summer before 
my sophomore year is kind of 
when it blew up for me,” Gradey 
said. “A showcase in Missouri, I got 
my first offer before that. I went 
to this Team USA minicamp, and 
after that I had seven offers.” 

The process of recruitment 
between him and his mother was 
quite different. 

“[Recruiting] was so much 
different because of social media,” 
Carmen said. “You know, coaches 
can call him and text him. You 
know, they had to call me ona 
landline?’ 

COVID-19 affected the process 
as well. The Dick family didn’t do 
as many official visits, but the year 
before COVID-19 started, they 
went on a number of unofficial 
visits, including going to Carmen’s 
alma mater, Iowa State. 

“Iowa State was never in the 
picture,” Carmen said. “He’s like, 
‘No, I don’t think so ma’ I was like, 
‘OK, that’s fine.” 

For Carmen and Bart, they 
wanted Gradey to make the deci- 
sion. For Gradey, it ended up 
being KU, where he hopes to win 
a national championship. 

“We never pushed Kansas 
because we wanted him to make 
that decision,’ Carmen said. “The 
coach, the team, the academics 
and everything fit for what he 
wanted to accomplish” 

For Gradey, whose three siblings 
went to Kansas, it always felt like 
home. 

“It was always a dream school 
growing up,” Gradey said.

Despite slumps, 
Red Sox never give 
up on Bradley Jr.

It was the middle of May 2018 
and Alex Cora was just two months 
into his first big league managing 
gig when the Red Sox opened a 
four-game series at home against 
the Orioles. 

Jackie Bradley Jr., one of the 
organization’s brightest young 
stars who had a.793 OPS combined 
from 2015-17, went 1-for-10 in the 
series, striking out seven times. 

His average fell to .165 while 
his OPS was .519, making him 
one of the worst hitters in the big 
leagues. Over a span of 81 at-bats 
from mid-April to mid-May, Brad- 
ley struck out 39 times (48%). 

It was one of Cora’s first tests as 
the Boston skipper: stick with a 
guy who looked overmatched and 
often just fooled at the plate, or find 
someone else — anyone else — who 
could give him some competitive 
at-bats. 

“Little by little, Jackie,” Cora said 
at the time. “Little by little, they’re 
coming around. Just stay with the 
process.” 

Cora found any tiny thing about 
Bradley’s approach that he liked 
and focused on that. The coaches 
tried a few things, changing Brad- 
ley’s slot with his hands, tinkering 
witha leg kick that made it difficult 
to get into a rhythm and working 
with a toe tap to help his timing. 

They got rid of the leg kick for 
a game, and that night Bradley 
hit a foul ball that caught Cora’s 
attention. His timing was a little 
bit better. That was a pitch he 
would’ve missed completely a few 
days earlier. 

“We keep looking at the video, 
but I think in the end, it’s how 
comfortable he feels,” Cora said. 

In June, Bradley was still strug- 
gling. 

“T don’t want to suck,” Bradley 
said then. “It’s a long season. You 
have the opportunity to continue 
to grind.” 

What happened over the next 
four months was a reminder that 
no matter how bad Bradley’s swing 
can look, he’s a player not to be 
abandoned. 

He hit .260 with an .801 OPS in 
July, then continued it on through 
August and September, posting an 
OPS over .800 each month. 

“He’s probably one of our best 
hitters,” Cora said that July. 

When the playofts rolled around, 
Bradley found another gear. 

Ina highly anticipated matchup 
with the defending World Series 
champion Astros, Bradley had 
three hits, all of them huge as he 
drove in nine runs on a double and 
two homers to lead the Sox into the 
World Series. 

The feeling in the locker room 
was joy for two players in partic- 
ular: David Price, who had finally 
earned his first postseason win as 
a starter after 11 winless attempts, 
and Bradley, who had endured a 
historically bad first half to become 
an impact player. 

“I knew what kind of player 
he is,” Mookie Betts said at the 
time. “He’s proven it. ... He’s just a 
normal dude with freakish talent.”

During the awkward pandemic- 
shortened season in 2020, the Red 
Sox hung onto Bradley when they 
couldn’t find much in return for 
him at the trade deadline, then 
watched him hit .326 with a .985 
OPS in September. 

The Sox let him walk in free 
agency, and Bradley signed a 
two-year, $24 million deal with 
the Brewers. He never found a 
groove in Milwaukee, where the 
team gave up on him after a poor 
first half that mirrored his bad start 
in 2018. 

He became a bench player for 
much of the second half in 2021, 
when he had just 130 plate appear- 
ances, never hit a home run and 
ended the season dealing with 
plantar fasciitis. 

When the Red Sox acquired him 
in exchange for Hunter Renfroe 
and two prospects before the lock- 
out started on Dec. 1, much of the 
baseball world was surprised. 

In Boston, it was hard to feel that 
way. 

The Sox don’t usually give up on 
Bradley. 

But the question is, where do the 
Red Sox play him? 

They have Alex Verdugo, who 
was rock-solid in right field in 
2020 but was mediocre in left field 
during 2021; Kiké Hernandez, who 
was great in center field in ‘21 but 
fits more as a second baseman on 
their current roster; and Jarren 
Duran, who struggled during his 
first big league opportunity but 
remains one of the franchise’s top 
prospects. 

Bradley was “the captain of our 
defense” for Cora’s squad in ‘18, 
and chief baseball officer Chaim 
Bloom said he could play center or 
right in ‘22, depending on Cora’s 
preferred alignment. 

The Sox are likely to add another 
right-handed hitting outfielder 
before the season begins, but 
expect Bradley to get playing time 
on the strong side of a platoon in 
the outfield, where the Sox were 
a defensive liability one year ago. 


Italy’s Goggia eyes return for Olympic downhill after crash

Sofia Goggia is going to need to 
recover in a hurry from a series of 
injuries following another crash on 
Sunday if she’s going to be able to 
defend her Olympic downhill title 
next month. 

Goggia would have been an 
overwhelming favorite for another 
gold — or two: she’s also a force in 
super-G. 

But she sprained her left knee, 
partially tore a knee ligament 
and suffered a “minor fracture” 
of the fibula — plus some tendon 
damage — when she did the splits 
at high speed then tumbled down 
the mountain during a World Cup 
super-G in Cortina d’Ampezzo, the 
Italian ski team said after a medical 
evaluation in Milan. 

The crash came a day 
after Goggia won a downhill in 
Cortina with another wild run — 
a victory she labeled “one of the 
greatest wins” of her career. 

Goggia will start physical rehab 
on Monday with the aim of return- 
ing in time for the downhill at the 
Beijing Olympics on Feb. 15. 

She'll therefore likely miss the 
Olympic giant slalom on Feb. 7 
and the super-G on Feb. 11. She’Il 
need to enter at least one down- 
hill training session on Feb. 12, 13

or 14 to compete in the downhill — 
but preferably all three on a new 
course that she’s never been on 
before. 

“I’m upset,” Goggia said. “It’s 
not a break that I needed in such 
an important time of the season, 
but I’m already going to start phys- 
ical therapy in the coming hours, 
with the aim of trying to defend 
the Olympic title in the event that 
I love most.” 

Goggia was nominated to carry 
Italy’s flag at the Feb. 4 opening 


ceremony of the Olympics, but 
it’s now unclear if she'll be able to 
travel to China by then. 

The make-or-break Goggia 
also had a high-speed crash 
during a downhill at Alten- 
markt-Zauchensee, Austria, last 
weekend. She escaped serious 
injury in that crash but was banged 
up to the point that she said she 
couldn’t walk on Monday. 

Like the crash in Austria, 
Goggia’s latest fall occurred on 
a section of the Cortina course 


where shadows made visibility 
difficult. 

Goggia was 0.07 of a second 
behind teammate Elena Curtoni 
— the race winner — at the second 
checkpoint when she made an 
error and had to check her skis to 
stay within the course. 

Goggia then lost control as her 
skis rattled on the hard surface. 
She ended up doing the splits, was 
bumped into the air and landed on 
her back before tumbling down 
the course, through the next gate, 
eventually coming to a stop with- 
out hitting the safety nets. 

After being tended to briefly, 
Goggia clicked back into her skis 
and made her way down to the 
finish under her own power. But 
she was visibly discouraged and 
hobbled away with the help of two 
team members. 

Goggia wasn’t the only skier who 
struggled on a difficult course-set 
that resulted in 22 of 57 racers not 
finishing. 

Overall World Cup leader 
Mikaela Shiffrin didn’t take many 
risks and placed 16th. 

“Sofia’s crash today was a 
humbling reminder of how brutal 
this sport can be,” Shiffrin wrote on 
Instagram. “But seeing that there 
still is a chance for her to race DH 
(at)Olympics gives some hope. 

“Watching her get up as soon as 


she was able and ski down after 
that is a testament to not only her 
strength and toughness, but her 
never-give-up mentality.” 

With American down- 
hiller Breezy Johnson also deal- 
ing with injuries after also crashing 
twice in two weeks, the status of 
the top two downhillers for the 
Olympics is in question. 

Johnson placed second behind 
Goggia in the opening three down- 
hills this season. 

“We are crossing our fingers to 
have the (No.) 1 and (No.) 2 best 
downhill skiers in the world racing 
at the Olympics,” Shiffrin said. 

Goggia already missed her home 
world championships in Cortina 
last season after breaking a bone 
in her right knee. 

She has won six World Cup 
races this season — four in down- 
hill and two in super-G. 

While developing into the most 
dominant downhiller since Lind- 
sey Vonn — Goggia won seven 
straight downhills that she entered 
over this season and last — the Ital- 
ian has had numerous knee inju- 
ries throughout her career. She 
has torn the ACL in her right knee 
twice and once in her left knee — 
just to mention some of her more 
serious injuries. 

Goggia’s partially torn ligament 
was already operated on in 2013. 
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Rodgers enters uncertain postseason 


Aaron Rodgers heads into another 
offseason of uncertainty after one more 
frustrating finish to a brilliant year. The 
Packers’ season ended Saturday night 
with a stunning 13-10 NFC divisional 
playoff loss to the 49ers. “A little numb, 
for sure,” Rodgers said. “I didn’t think 
it was going to end like this.” But was 
this just the end of Rodgers’ season? Or is it the end of 
his remarkable tenure in Green Bay? The shocking finish 
capped a turbulent year in which Rodgers skipped the 
Packers’ mandatory minicamp; missed a game due to a 
positive COVID-19 test after making misleading comments 
about his vaccination status; but still earned All-Pro 
honors and put himself in position for a possible fourth 
MVP award. Rodgers, 38, didn’t want to speculate on his 
future. He said last month that he hadn’t ruled out any 
possibility, including returning to the Packers, requesting a 
trade or retiring. “I don’t think it’s fair to anybody or myself 
to really go down those paths at this point,” Rodgers said. 
“It’s disappointing, sad and fresh. I’ll have conversations 
in the next week or so and start to contemplate after that.” 








Gonzaga suspends Stockton’s tickets 


Gonzaga suspended John Stockton’s 
basketball season tickets after the Hall 
of Fame point guard refused to comply 
with the university’s mask mandate. 
Stockton has come out against 
COVID-19 vaccines, mask mandates 
and other protective measures. Last 
June, he participated in a documen- 
tary titled “COVID and the Vaccine: Truth, Lies and 
Misconceptions Revealed.” Stockton also has pushed the 
lie that more than 100 pro athletes have died after receiv- 
ing the COVID vaccine. It’s a claim that has circulated on 
social media for months, and has been rejected by medi- 
cal experts. In a statement, Gonzaga officials said they 
are committed to implementing health and safety proto- 
cols, which include an indoor mask mandate. Stockton, 59, 
played for Gonzaga from 1980 to 1984. The team has since 
retired his No. 12. The Spokane native was a first-round 
draft pick of the Jazz in 1984 and set an NBA record with 
15,806 career assists before his retirement in 2003. He and 
his family have lived in Spokane since then, and he has 
been a fixture at Gonzaga basketball games.

The long and short of it 


After marathon tiebreaker, 
Nadal hits cruise control

MELBOURNE, Australia — Rafael 
Nadal finally got the better of a crazy, 
long tiebreaker and knew he’d won 
half the battle. 

After saving four set points and 
missing with the first six of his own, 
Nadal finally clinched a tiebreaker that 
lasted 28 minutes and 40 seconds to set 
himself on course to secure a spot in 
the Australian Open quarterfinals for 
a 14th time. 

After his 7-6 (14), 6-2, 6-2 fourth- 
round victory over fellow lefty Adrian 
Mannarino on Sunday, Nadal is poten- 
tially just three wins away from a men’s 
record 21st Grand Slam singles title. 

He later reflected on a tiebreaker 
where momentum swung wildly; 
where chants of “Let’s go Rafa, Let’s 
go!” rang out; where a point was 
decided on a 25-shot rally with both 
players scrambling at full stretch; and 
that ended only when Nadal volleyed 
from deep in the court and Mannari- 
no’s reflex reply skewed wide. 

“Well, you know, I played a couple,” 
he said, smiling, in reference to long 
tiebreakers. “But, yeah, (it was) acrazy 
one, chances for both. And, yeah, lucky 
to win that tiebreak at the end, no? 

“Half of the match in the tiebreak, 
without a doubt.” 

Nadal will next play Denis 
Shapovalov, the 22-year-old Canadian 
who finished off a 6-3, 7-6 (5), 6-3 win 
over Olympic gold medalist Alexan- 
der Zverev on Margaret Court Arena 


less than an hour later to reach the last 
eight in Australia for the first time. 

Women’s No. 1 Ash Barty advanced 
to the quarters for the fourth straight 
year when she beat 20-year-old Amer- 
ican Amanda Anisimova 6-4, 6-3. 

Barty is aiming to be the first Austra- 
lian woman to win her home Grand 
Slam title since 1978 and has gone 
through the first four rounds without 
dropping a set. 

Anisimova, coming off a third-round 
upset over defending champion Naomi 
Osaka, broke Barty’s opening service 
game of the second set — a first for the 
tournament — but the two-time major 
winner responded by taking six of the 
last seven games. 

Barty beat Anisimova in the semifi- 
nals of the French Open in 2019 on the 
way to winning her first Grand Slam 
title and won her second at Wimble- 
don last year. 

She’ll next play No. 21-seeded 
Jessica Pegula, who beat fifth-seeded 
Maria Sakkari 7-6 (0), 6-3. 

French Open champion Barbora 
Krejcikova breezed to a 6-2, 6-2 win 
over two-time Australian Open cham- 
pion Victoria Azarenka and is into the 
last eight for the third time in four 
Grand Slam events. 

Wimbledon runner-up Matteo 
Berrettini earned a 7-5, 7-6 (4), 6-4 win 
over 19th-seeded Pablo Carreno Busta 
in the last match on Day 7. 

The seventh-seeded Berrettini has 
now reached the quarterfinals at all 
four of the tennis majors and will next 
play No. 17 Gael Monfils, who beat 
Miomir Kecmanovic 7-5, 7-6 (4), 6-3. 
The 35-year-old Monfils made it to the 
last eight for the second time in 17 trips 
to Melbourne Park.

Allen gets 1-game ban for hard foul 


Bucks guard Grayson Allen was 
suspended by the NBA for one game on 
Sunday for his hard foul on Alex Caruso 
that resulted in a broken right wrist 
for the Bulls guard. Allen will serve 
his suspension Wednesday when the 
Bucks visit the Cavaliers. Caruso was 
driving to the basket Friday night when 
a hard foul by Allen caused him to land on his right side. 
Caruso lay on the floor for a few minutes, though he stayed 
in the game to attempt the free throws that resulted from 
Allen’s flagrant 2 foul. The Bulls announced Saturday that 
Caruso needs surgery and will be re-evaluated in six to 
eight weeks. Bulls coach Billy Donovan said of the suspen- 
sion that the NBA “has to evaluate those situations based 
on their criteria that they set up ... maybe there are people 
who think, ‘You know what, he should be out as long as 
Alex is out? All of those things, they’re ... not my decisions.” 
Donovan also said Sunday that the best thing is to move 
on. Caruso was playing in just his second game back after 
missing more than a month because of a foot injury and a 
stint in the health and safety protocols. —AP 


No gender equity 
in Nordic combined

LAKE PLACID, NY. — Like her brother, Annika 
Malacinski dreams of going to the Olympics in Nordic 
combined. 

As wintry weather settled in at the Olympic Jumping 
Complex and Mount Van Hoevenberg last fall, she and 
Niklas trained together in this tiny town that hosted the 
1980 and 1932 Winter Olympics. 

The siblings fearlessly took flight off a ski jump and 
relentlessly pushed them- 
selves on paved paths in 
roller skis alongside other 
Olympic hopefuls. Through 
it all, 20-year-old Annika 
knew she had no shot at 
competing in China in 
February. 

Nordic combined, which 
combines ski jumping and 
cross-country skiing, is the 
only Olympic sport with- 
out gender equity: There’s 
no women’s competition at 
the Games. 

“T think it’s absurd that 
one person can fulfill his 
dreams this upcoming year 
and one just has to keep pushing for it to be in 2026,” she 
said. 

Niklas Malacinski, who like his sister holds US-Finnish 
dual citizenship, agreed. 

“Tt isn’t right,” he said. “Even though we’re both in the 
same sport, it’s hard to talk about goals with her because I 
don’t want to make it sound like I’m bragging about what 
I have a chance to do, and she does not.” 

The 18-year old Malacinski finished sixth at the 
US. trials and just missed being one of five Americans 
competing in Nordic combined in China. Perhaps at the 
Milan-Cortina Games in 2026, the sister and brother from 
Steamboat Springs, Colorado, will both have a chance to 
go for gold. 

The International Olympic Committee executive board 
considered an application in 2018 that would have allowed 
women to compete in Nordic combined at the Beijing 
Games. After discussions with the International Ski Feder- 
ation, the application was denied. 

“The inclusion of any women’s events in the Olympic 
Games are really important in promoting gender equal- 
ity, but they also need to be at a level appropriate to be 
included in the Games and contesting an Olympic medal,” 
IOC sports director Kit McConnell said in 2018. “We have 
seen developments in that regard. But I think there was 
a general feeling that further development in terms of 
the universality, the competitiveness of the event, and the 
attractiveness and following of it needed to needed to be 
seen before that discussion could happen again for 2026.” 

Talks will resume later this year. In June, the IOC is 
expected to decide on an application to give women access 
to Olympic gold in Nordic combined in 2026. 

Women in the sport, and advocates for their partici- 
pation in the Olympics, are optimistic about the chances 
for inclusion in Italy. More than 30 female athletes are 
competing this winter at the highest level of the sport after 
the debut World Cup season for women a year ago. 

“T’ll be surprised if we’re not able to bring them in, 
although you never know,” FIS Nordic combined race 
director Lasse Ottesen said recently in an interview with 
The AP. “We’ve seen fantastic development the last two 
years. We have more and more nations taking part, and the 
athletes have developed in very fast to get to a good level. 
All the boxes have been checked from our point of view. 

“Gender equity is important for the IOC, and FIS, and 
by bringing Nordic combined in that would complete the 
program in the Olympics.” 

While the IOC will likely face another round of ques- 
tions and criticism when the Games begin with women 
shut out in Nordic combined, the governing body is proud 
to point to improvements made toward gender equality. 

The IOC said the Beijing Games will set new marks for 
female competitors and women’s sports based on deci- 
sions its executive board made in 2018, increasing partic- 
ipation to 45% from 41% four years ago. 

Mixed team formats, such as one in ski jumping, were 
added to provide women with more opportunities, and 
sports such as speed skating now have as many women as 
men competing for the first time at the Olympics. 

Earlier this month, women and men competed together 
in the first World Cup mixed team event in Nordic 
combined. Annika Malacinski teamed up with Alexa 
Brabec, Taylor Fletcher and Jared Shumate to put the 
Americans sixth of eight nations in Italy. 

Malacinski lamented the gender inequity that will force 
her and other women to wait and hope they will have a 
chance to live their dreams in four years. 

“T think it’s insane that we are living in the 21st century 
and we are still experiencing inequality not only in our 
daily lives, but over a sport that we put our souls into,” she 
said. “Doesn’t feel good at all. As much as I love Nordic 
combined, it’s absolutely awful having to fight with other 
girls on my side to get it out to the world how we are the 
only Olympic sport that doesn’t have both men and women 
in the games for no reason at all.”
